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SEGREGATION AND THE SOUTH 


Hon. Tom P. Brady 








IT IS INDEED AN HONOR to be in- 
vited to address the distinguished mem- 
bership and guests of the renowned 
Commonwealth Club of California. 


I have been invited to speak on “Seg- 
regation and the South,” and I have 
been requested to do in twenty-seven 
minutes that which cannot adequately 
be done in several hours. 


I will do my best to present the case 
for the South and I know you will give 
me a fair hearing. I shall try to be ob- 
jective, but if I fail in this regard, I 
assure you that I can and will be truth- 
ful. 


I earnestly hope that no one will be 
offended. I shall remember that I am 
your guest, but let me assure you, I will 
not sacrifice truth on the altar of cour- 
tesy. 


Integration is defined by Webster: 
“To bring together the parts of; to give 
the sum total of; V. I. to pass from a 
complex and unstable state to one rela- 
tively simple and _ stable.” It means, 
therefore, a blending or flowing to- 
gether. 


Segregation is defined by Webster: 
“To separate or set apart from the oth- 
ers or from the rest; to isolate.” 


It is essential that you realize that in 
the twelve Southern States, segregation 
means something quite different from 
what it means in the other States. 


In the South, segregation is some- 
thing more than a definition in a dic- 
tionary. It is something more than se- 
curing the Negro’s block vote. Segrega- 
tion in the South is a way of life. It is 
the means whereby we live in social 
peace, order and security. 


It is the guarantee whereby our wives 
and children are afforded the common 
decency and protection which is essen- 
tial if any harmonious relationship is

to exist between two different races. 
Segregation exists not merely because 
we prefer it, but because we must main- 
tain it. Self preservation, the first law 
of life requires that we do so. It is our 
shield and buckler — our refuge, our 
fortress. It is the first commandment 
and not the last. 


Ninety-eight per cent of both races 
prefer segregation. Integration is urged 
by the NAACP, a few Southern mulat- 
toes, Northern Communist-front organ- 
izations and leftwing labor groups who 
would use the unsuspecting Negro as 
their tool. It does not work any eco- 
nomic hardship nor deprive the Negro 
of any of his constitutional rights. 


Negroes Not Hated 


I want you to distinctly understand 
that the South does not hate the Negro. 
I dare say you know little, if anything 
about the true Southern Negro. Among 
the finest characters I have ever known 
are Negroes. 


There is a great deal of genuine af- 
fection and understanding between the 
DOCUMENTARY 
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races. We have lived harmoniously to- 
gether with a minimum of violence and 
bloodshed. We have nurtured the Ne- 
gro, taught him, provided for him, edu- 
cated him and endeavored to make of 
him a worthwhile citizen. 


The Negro has made great strides 
and the Southern white man is largely 
responsible for these advancements. In 
Mississippi, and in other Southern 
States, Negroes who have desired to do 
so have become well educated and 
wealthy. Millionaires are included in 
this group. 

This group has among its numbers 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, business men, 
insurance executives, merchants and 
plantation owners. There is no field of 
economic endeavor which has been 
barred to the Negro. 


It is only in the social — that 
the barrier is raised. 


There are many reasons why the 
Southerner must refuse to permit inte- 
gration with the Negro in the social 
planes of our life. Time will not permit 
analysis of all of them, but the basic 
ones can be enumerated. 


First, the high percentage of Negroes 
in the South is of gravest importance, 
and constitutes one reason. 


The national average which the Ne- 
gro bears to the white man in America 
is only 10 per cent. In Mississippi, how- 
ever, it is 45.3 per cent, in Georgia and 
South Carolina it is 38.8 per cent. The 
great State of California has but 4.4 per 
cent. 


The State of New York, that yearns 
so for the welfare of the Negro in Missi- 
ssippi, has but 6.2 per cent; New Jersey 
6.6 per cent; Pennsylvania 6.1 per cent, 
and Oregon has but eight-tenths of one 
one per cent. Montana and Nevada have 
two-tenths of one per cent and South 
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Dakota has one hundreth of one per 
cent, or 275 Negroes. 


In the States of New York, Illinois, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, where so 
much turmoil and strife have arisen 
over the desegregation of the public 
schools, where mass demonstrations of 
violence have taken place, just as they 
have in Tennessee and Arkansas, if 
these States had 45.3 per cent of their 
population Negro, I shudder to think 
what violent clashes would have taken 
place between the Negroes and whites. 


If, in San Francisco County, Califor- 
nia, as in many counties in Mississippi 
and other Southern States, the Negroes 
outnumbered the whites five and six to 
one, I wonder how willing you would 
be to have complete educational and 
social integration. 

There is, as every honest socialist 
knows, a distinct correlation between 
the degree of segregation of the races 
and the numerical strength of the Ne- 
gro. The reason is obvious. 


If in the South the Negro was per- 
mitted, as he is in some: Northern 
States, to obtain the ballot by simply 
reaching 21 years of age, it would mean 
that no qualified white man in many 
counties throughout the South could 
ever hold public office. 


It would also mean that in the halls 
of Congress, seats now held by compe- 
tent white representatives would be held 
by ignorant, incompetent Negroes. 


The Negro 1.Q. 


While I regret that I must do so, I 
must nevertheless comment upon some 
of the intellectual and moral aspects of 
the reason why the South must remain 
socially segregated. 


The average vocabulary of the Negro 
in the South consists of approximately 
650 words. I hesitate to estimate the 
I. Q. of the average Negro of the South, 
since the Federal Government refused 
to give me the results of the intelligence 
tests given in World War II and in the 
Korean conflict. The NAACP objected 


to the furnishing of this information. 


I can, however, safely say that based 
upon the tests which are available from 
World War I, and from personal exper- 
ience, there is a vast gulf of difference 
between the I. Q. of the Negro of the 
South, as well as in America, and the 
average white man. 








Introducing — GARDEN and HEALTH 
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It is because of an inherent deficiency 
in mental ability, of psychological and 
temperamental inadequacy. It is because 
of indifference and natural indolence 
on the part of the Negro. 


All the races of the earth started out 
at approximately the same time in God’s 
calendar, but of all the races that have 
been on this earth, the Negro race is 
the only race that lacked mental ability 
and the imagination to put its dreams, 
hopes and thoughts in writing. The Ne- 
gro is the only race that was unable to 
invent even picture writing. 


An exhaustive study of the program 
and results of integration in the schools 
of Washington, D. C., which the 
NAACP and other left wing groups fos- 
tering integration said would be a mo- 
del for the rest of the United States to 
follow, clearly reveals that the average 
white student who was integrated in the 
class room with the Negro has been re- 
tarded two to three years in his educa- 
tional progress. 


Therefore, it is not to the best inter- 
est of America that the white children, 
particularly in certain congested sec- 
tions, be retarded three years in their 
educational advancement. 


Never forget that the left-wing social- 
ist groups are forever grading down, 
never grading up the intelligence, the 
industry and the genius of this country! 
They wish to equalize, thereby reduc- 
ing to a low minimum the intelligence 
of America. 


There is certainly less than one per 
cent of the white people of the South 
who would ever agree to marry a Negro. 
Miscegenation has largely taken place, 
I am glad to say, North of the Mason- 
Dixon line, and whatever laxity which 
has heretofore existed in Southern 
mores permitting clandestine relations 
between Negroes and whites has almost 
entirely disappeared. The rule is now 
hard and adamant. This is taboo in the 
South! We presently do not fear mis- 
cegenation. 


Moral Reasons 


The main objection to social integra- 
tion of the races in our schools or else- 
where by Southerners is for moral rea- 
sons. I again repeat, there are excep- 
tions to the rule, and among the finest 
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citizens I have known are numbered 
Negroes. They are, however, excep- 
tions. 


In a remarkable treatise, “Where Is 
The Reign of Terror?” by Representa- 
tive John Bell Williams of Mississippi, 
published in the Congressional Record 
on school integration in Washington, 
it is succinctly shown that the white 
boys and girls of Washington were sub- 
jected to unspeakable vulgarity, im- 
morality and filth. 


The truth is often brutal, but I must 
speak it! As revealed in this exhaustive 
study, objectively made, the white chil- 
dren of Washington, D. C. were retard- 
ed two to three years in their educa- 
tional advancement. 


The obscenity, vulgarity, immorality 
and brutality which came about requir- 
es the constant maintenance of police- 
men in the halls and corridors of many 
of the schools. 


Obscene pictures and notes were 
placed on the desks of white girls by 
Negroes. The radiators, stairs and halls 
were utilized as rest room urinals by 
Negroes. The carrying of concealed 
weapons, the vicious aggravated as- 
saults, the actual rape and attempted 
rape of white girls and even teachers 
are some of the results found in this 
model example of what integration in 
our high schools can produce. 


Make no mistake about this, the 
Southern fathers and mothers are not 
going to permit their daughters to be 
humiliated or insulted by Negroes, or 
by anyone else! 


They are not going to permit their 
daughters to have to resist the lewd 
advances of Negro boys. They are not 
going to permit their sons and daugh- 
ters to be subjected to the abysmal vul- 
garity of Negro children who are urged 
to take every possible advantage of the 
white children. 


Possibly, I cannot speak for the 
South, but I can speak for Mississippi, 
and I tell you this, we have already, 
by constitutional amendment, authoriz- 
ed our legislature as other Southern 
States will do, to abolish the public 
schools if the Negro and white children 
are ever integrated therein. 


Make no mistake about it, we will 
abolish our public school system and 
establish private schools for our white 
children, and we will still provide and 
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see that the Negro is educated separate- 
ly. It will cost dearly, but we will do it. 


Few isolated assaults with deadly 
weapons have taken place in either 
white or colored schools in Mississippi. 
Such assaults are numerous in Wash- 
ington, Chicago, New York and other 
cities where the Negro and white chil- 
dren have been integrated. 


Moral Standards 


The Negro, in so far as sex is con- 
cerned, is not immoral, he is simply 
non-moral. He merely follows his na- 
tural instincts. The pregnancies and il- 
legitimate births which have occurred 
in schools in Washington are not ab- 
normal, they are merely astounding! 


The high percentage of veneral dis- 
eases among the Negro children is tra- 
gic. In the South, we have not and do 
not punish the Negro except in rare 
instances for desertion, illegitimacy or 
bigamy. 


To have two or more common law 
wives along with a legal wife is not un- 
usual for Negro men. The white race 
is now on the verge of forever abolish- 
ing incest. The Negro is still far behind. 
In the South, we punish the Negro for 
incest and there are now on my Docket, 
as is frequently the case, indictments 
against Negroes who have begotten 
children by their daughters. 


We cannot count for nought the na- 
tural indolence and indifference of the 
Negro’s nature. We cannot disregard 
his utter disregard for the laws relating 
to theft. We cannot overlook his pro- 
clivity for drunkenness and dope ad- 
diction. We cannot overlook his natural 
tendency to immorality and_ violence 
and subject our children to the terrible 
consequences resulting from such traits 
through integration. 


In California, the Negro constitutes 
4.4 per cent of your total population, 
yet 19 per cent of all crimes committed 
in California were committed by Ne- 
groes. 


In the State of New York, the Negro 
constitutes only 6.2 per cent of the total 
population, and yet 40.1 per cent of the 








prison population of New York is Ne- 
gro. 


In Mississippi, the Negro constitutes 
45.3 per cent of the population and com- 
mits 73.4 per cent of the crimes. 


In the District of Columbia, the Ne- 
gro’s mecca of America, according to 
the 1950 census, the Negro constituted 
35 per cent of the total population, and 
the Negro prison population is 70 per 
cent, or twice the ratio of Negro popu- 
lation to that of white population. This 
is a national disgrace. 


The District of Columbia has more 
Negro convicts than either Louisiana, 
or Mississippi, Arkansas, Alabama, 
Florida, Texas, Kentucky, or Maryland. 


Experienced Southern officials and 
honest sociologists with experience on 
the subject, point to the presence of seg- 
regation as one of the principal contri- 
butions to the low incidence of crime 
in the Southern States. 


“They are firm in the conviction that 
segregation serves as a restraint on the 
exercise of imagined license, which the 
Negro confuses with liberty.” 


Washington, D.C. 


The most completely integrated city 
in America is our national capitol. Let 
us see what integration has produced 
for the citizens of Washington where, 
since 1940, the Negro population has 
increased by 186,000 and the white 
population has increased by 9,000. 


Since the last census of 1950, it is es- 
timated that Negroes compose almost 
45 per cent of Washington’s adult pop- 
ulation, and 71 per cent of the public 
school population. Yes, the Supreme 
Court’s order to stop discrimination 
and to embrace the Negro race was is- 
sued from a city which had already 
tried it with what result. 


In 1955, as disclosed by the Honor- 
able Evetts Haley of Texas, of every 
seven murders committed in Washing- 
ton, six were by Negroes. Of every 
eight cases of rape, seven were commit- 
ted by Negroes. 


Of every five burglaries, four were 
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committed by Negroes. Of every twenty 
juvenile crimes, nineteen were commit- 


ted by Negroes. Of every forty-one 
cases of venereal diseases, forty were 
Negroes. 


Desegregation has come home to 
roost. It comes with ironic justice to 
roost in the city of the Supreme Court 
itself — Washington, D. C. 


Segregation is but one distinguishing 
characteristic of the South. It has other 
attributes. 


The South is the citadel of conserva- 
tism. It is a bastion for constitutional 
government. For years Mississippi and 
the entire South have been gravely con- 
cerned over the socialist trend of our 
Federal Government. 


The South has constantly disapprov- 
ed the prodigal give-away program to 
the Communist and socialist countries 
abroad. It resented the competing by 
the Federal Government with private in- 
dustry. It deplored the tolerance shown 
the Communist and left-wing groups in 
America. 


None of these stimuli, however, were 
sufficient to precipitate a genuine “grass 
roots” movement, but Mississippi, 
South Carolina and Louisiana did bold- 
ly cry protest in 1948, when these States 
walked out of the National Democratic 
Convention in Philadelphia, organized 
the States’ Rights Party, nominated 
and voted for Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina and Fielding L. Wright 
of Mississippi as its presidential and 
vice presidential nominees. 


The conservative constitutional peo- 
ple of the United States had an oppor- 
tunity then to vote for two men who 
were bitterly opposed to the gradual 
socialization of America and the de- 
struction of the sovereign rights and 
powers of the forty-eight states by a 
totalitarian inclined Federal Govern- 
ment. Our stand provoked only ridicule 
and abuse. 


It was only when the Supreme Court 
of the United States, on May 17, 1954, 
handed down the infamous Black Mon- 
day decision that the people of the 
South realized that the “die was cast,” 
that the “Rubicon had been crossed,” 
and that they had no alternative except 
to organize completely and resist the 
ultimate result of that illegal, sociologi- 
cal and unconstitutional decision. 
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Citizens’ Councils 


Thus it was the Citizens’ Councils 
were born. It is the medium whereby 
the South proposes to and will nullify 
this illegal decision. The Citizens’ Coun- 
cil is the counterpart of the old New 
England Town Meeting. Membership, 
however, is selected and restricted. 


The Citizens’ Council is a good cross- 
section of that City or County it repre- 
sents. Among its members are lawyers, 
doctors, ministers, industrialists, merch- 
ants, employees, farmers, plantation 
owners and laborers. 


Jews, Catholics and Protestants alike 
become members when they subscribe 
to an oath of non-violence and pledge 
to support in every legal way possible 
the maintenance of segregation and 
preservation of the rights of the States 
of this Union. 


There are in Mississippi 362 Councils 
with approximately 85,000 members. 
Throughout the South, there are more 
than 300,000 Council members. Each 
Council is completely autonomous and 
has obtained from the State a Charter. 


There is moreover, in each State a 
board of directors which represents eve- 
ry Council in that State; and there is a 
south-wide co-ordinating agency in 
which eleven of the twelve Southern 
States are represented, known as the 
Citizens’ Council of America. 


The Citizens’ Council paper has a 
circulation of 65,000. It is sent into 
every State of the Union and is placed 
on the desk of every State Legislator 
and important public official. Every 
high school library receives it. Every 
member of Congress and the personnel 
of many Federal Agencies likewise re- 
ceive this paper. 


Primarily, the Councils are dedicated 
to the preservation of segregation and 
the sovereign rights of the States of this 
Union. They are opposed to the com- 
munizing and socializing of our labor 
organizations, churches and schools. 


The Citizens’ Councils are determin- 
ed to do everything within their power 
to prevent the broadening of the pow- 
ers of the executive branch of our Gov- 
ernment, and the usurpation by the ju- 
diciary of powers vested solely in Con- 
gress. 

They are determined to resist the 
enormous and unwarranted pressure 
which is brought to bear on both major 
political parties and on all branches of 
our Government by the left-wing minor- 
ity groups. 

The Councils will resist to the bitter 
end the proposed welfare state and its 
destruction of the obligations and liber- 
ties of the citizens of this country. 
Above all, the Councils are dedicated 
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to non-violence and have _ prevented 
lynchings and mob action in the South. 


The Councils firmly believe that with- 
in the confines of the true constitution 
of this Government and within the Con- 
stitutions of the respective States, an 
orderly, peaceful and legal means exist 
whereby these objectives can be secured 
and maintained. 


The NAACP 


Though there are many facets to the 
movement to completely integrate the 
Negro in the South, the basic cause we 
know is of world wide Communist or- 
igin and design. 


In 1910 four white persons and one 
Negro founded the NAACP in New 
York City. They were Wm. M. Walling, 
a Russian-trained revolutionary; Mary 
Ovington White, and Oswald Garrison 
Villard, a socialist and descendent of a 
Civil War Abolitionist; Dr. Henry Mos- 
kowitz; and W. E. B. DuBois, its pres- 
ent Negro “Honorary Chairman” with 
not less than 72 citations of Communist, 
Communist-front and subversive activ- 
ities entered against his name. 


The president, executive secretary, 
special counsel and chairman of the 
board of directors of the NAACP; elev- 
en of its twenty-eight vice presidents, 
its treasurer, twenty-eight of its forty- 
seven directors — and many other as- 
sociates are cited in the files of the Un- 
American Activities Committee or des- 
ignated by the Attorney General as af- 
filiated with or participating in Com- 
munist, Communist-front, fellow-travel- 
ing, or subversive organizations. 


We realize that the drive for complete 
integration of the races in the South 
is but a small segment in the over-all 
plan to first socialize and then commu- 
nize America. 


Positive proof of this can be found 
in the Communist Party’s National plat- 
form adopted on May 25, 1928, which 
included every demand for Negroes 
which is now found in TARGET FOR 
1963, a pamphlet published by the 
NAACP in 1956, giving its program 
and objectives. 


The Communists have decided that 
every adult Negro in the South shall 
be franchised so that the Negroes will 
hold a large number of the seats in the 
State Legislatures and will occupy the 
Southern seats in Congress. 


The report of the National Commit- 
tee of the Communist Party of October 
5, 1955, concluded with this advice: 
“Pass civil rights legislation! End seg- 
regation! Full equality for the Negro 
people — now!” 

The February number of the Red 


magazine, “Party Voice,” said, “Vic- 
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tory would mean desegregation, majori- 
ty rule and Negro representation. Vic- 
tory would mean the replacement of the 
Dixiecrat delegations to State and Na- 
tional Legislature by spokesman for the 
Negro people, labor and poor farmers.” 


Negro Legislators 


What would happen to the country 
if the twenty-four Southern United 
States Senators were replaced by ignor- 
ant Negro and Communist labor lead- 
ers. 


I cannot help but wonder how the 
rights of Californians and the people 
of all the States would fare if the seats 
of the United States Senate which have 
been filled by men such as Cordell Hull, 
James F. Byrnes, Walter George, Harry 
Byrd, Bankhead, Thurmond, Ellender, 
Lyndon Johnson and James Eastland 
were usurped by Communist Negroes 
or labor leaders. 


What would happen to this country 
if the hundred odd Southern members 
of the House of Representatives of Con- 
gress were replaced by Angelo Hern- 
dons and Reverend Kings.

A. Phillip Randolph, a Negro and a 
vice president of the AFL-CIO, and di- 
rector of the NAACP, outlined the meth- 
ods to be used in organizing the white 
and the Negroes in unsegregated unions 
in the South in his publication, “The 
Messenger.” 


He wrote, “The time is ripe for a 
great mass movement among the Ne- 
groes, revolution must come; we mean 
a complete change in the organization 
of society, the capitalist system must 
go and it’s going must be hastened by 
the workers themselves; a bullet is 
sometimes more convincing than a hun- 
dred prayers, sermons, protests and pe- 
titions; we are especially thankful for 
the Russian Revolution — the greatest 
achievement of the Twentieth Century.” 


The Real Victim 


Two of the Communist aims calcu- 
lated to destroy the conservative South 
have been accomplished. First, the in- 
famous illegal Black Monday decision 
of May 17, 1954 outlawing segregation 
in the schools. 


The second great victory for the Com- 
munist is the Civil Rights Bill recently 
enacted by Congress on August 29, 
1957. This bill inaugurates a Second 
Reconstruction Era in the South. As 
Congressman William Colmer has said, 
it will affect, however, not only the 
South because the sovereign rights of 
every State in the Union have been vio- 
lated.

The powerful arm of an already 
powerful Federal Government will be 
further stretched out into every metro- 
politan center into every town and ham- 
let of this great country, North, South, 
East and West, for the further regimen- 
tation of our citizens. 


This could well be the final step next 
to achieve the goal of the true propo- 
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nents of this legislation — the complete 
destruction of the sovereignty of the 
States and the centralization of all 
power of the people in one strong cen- 
tralized Government under the dome of 
the capitol in Washington. 


As R. Carter Pittman of Georgia has 
written in his splendid booklet “The 
Broken Constitution!” 


“As we in the South once more pass 
into our garden of Gethsemane, thence 
to bear our social judicial cross, we 
plead with our brothers to the North 
and to the West not to let their sympa- 
thy and understanding be limited by 
latitude or longitude.” 


We will fight the good fight, we will 
run the straight race, we shall not resort 
to violence. We condemn and deplore 
the sporatic acts of violence which have 
occurred in the South and in the North. 
We will fight within the confines and 
powers of our respective State Constitu- 
tions and the Constitution of the United 
States. 


If this country is to be saved from 
Communism, as Carter Pittman has 
said, “It must be saved by the white 
people of the South and West. We did 
not ask for this burden, but we will 
bear it. 


“Our Yankee friends to the North 
and East may not want to be saved, but 
they should be saved too, and also the 
white and the Negro race. Let it be 
known, however, that we in the South 
do not intend to obey men, however ex- 
alted their seats or black their robes or 
hearts. We intend to obey the laws of 
God and to obey the laws of this coun- 
try which are made in accordance with 
our Constitution. 


“We will live as free men, or die as 
becomes the descendants of those who 
died that we might live in the freedom 
to be different, with the liberty to be 
left alone.” 


Finally, so that there may be no ves- 
tige of doubt in your mind how we feel 
regarding segregation, I now fervently 
say, Dum vivamus tum segregabimur et 
post mortem — Deo volente, etiam nunc 
sic erit, which literally translated means, 
“As long as we live, so long shall we be 
segregated, and after death, God will- 
ing, thus it will still be!” 

Though you may not agree with what 
I have said, it is indeed a great honor 
and sacred right for you to have per- 
mitted me to say it. 
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OVE is a very strange, almost in- 
tangible emotion.

As the months go by, the child soon 
realizes there is someone who cares for 
him beside his mother. He trains his ear 
to listen for his father’s footsteps as he 
returns home each evening, and he 
learns to look forward to the times they 
spend together in play. 


As the child matures, so does his 
capacity for love. He quickly draws to 
himself those sympathetic to his ideas

run counter to his own.

“If I may but touch his garment, I 
shall be whole.” 


She did not realize that Jesus would 
be aware of her touch, made with such 
intense hope, based upon implicit faith. 


In the multitude that accompanied 
Him, many must have brushed against 
Him, or plucked at His sleeve with this 
or that request. 


But the touch of this woman was dif- 
ferent. It was the hand of faith, reach- 
ing out to salvation. 


And Jesus immediately turned and 
asked those about Him: 


“Who touched me?” 


Everyone denied having done so. 
Then Peter said: 


“Master, the multitude throng thee 
and press thee, and sayest thou, Who 
touched me?” 


Jesus explained that somebody had 
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touched Him, “for I perceive that virtue 
is gone out of me.” 


When she saw that her act had been 
discovered, the woman came forward, 
trembling. Falling at Jesus’ feet, she 
confessed to Him and to everybody 
present why she had touched Him, and 
how she had been instantly healed. 


Jesus, who was always gentle with the 
troubled in spirit, said: 


“Daughter, be of good comfort. Thy 
faith hath made thee whole; go in

A Man Born Blind 


The eyes that were turned toward 
Jesus that day as He passed through 
the streets of Jerusalem, were like emp- 
ty slates upon which the Man of Galilee 
could write a story of God’s love. 


Knowing that this man had been 
blind from birth, the disciples asked 
Jesus: 


“Is his affliction the result of sins 
committed by him or by his parents?” 


This question implies a belief among 
the followers of Jesus in reincarnation 
— a Greek concept that was current 
among many Jews at that time. 


But Jesus told His disciples: 


“Neither hath this man sinned, nor 
his parents: but that the works of God 
should be made manifest in him.” 


That the blind man had indeed been 
prepared to play a part in the miracle 
which followed is evident in the fact 
that he instantly believed in the power 
of Jesus and followed His remarkable 
directions for a cure. 


It required great faith to believe that 
even a Messiah could give sight to one 
born blind. Medical men of all ages 
have agreed that total blindness from 
birth is virtually incurable. That is 
why the blind man’s neighbors, in their 
own belief, said: 


“Since the world began was it not 
heard that any man opened the eyes 
of one that was born blind.” 


But this blind beggar who all his life 
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had promised only his prayers in re- 
turn for alms, was so deeply moved by 
the unseen Stranger that he was willing 
to believe even in the impossible. 


For, having done His bidding and 
washed in the pool of Siloam, the man 
of darkness looked for the first time up- 
on the Light of the World.

A PREACHER announces 


HEN 
that he believes in the ministry of 
healing, or when it becomes known that 
he prays for the sick according to 
James 5:14, there are invariably a num- 


ber of “wiseacres” and “doubting 
Thomases” who hasten to inform him 
of three things. 


First, they remind him that Jacob’s 
thigh was thrown out of place and that, 
after his name was changed from Ja- 
cob to Israel, he spent the rest of his life 
limping. 

Second, they remind him that Job 
had boils and that he was a great suf- 
ferer. They usually forget to speak of 
the fact that Job was finally healed and 
came out into a glorious experience 
with God. Job’s suffering, rather than 
his victory, is usually emphasized. 


Then, in the third place, the “wise- 
acres” invariably remind the man of 
faith of Paul’s thorn in the flesh, and 
they call attention to II Corinthians 
12:7-10. 


And lest I should be exalted above meas- 
ure through the abundance of the revelations, 
there was given to me a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be exalted above measure. 


For this thing I besought the Lord thrice, 
that it might depart from me. 


And he said unto me, My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness. Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon me. 


Therefore I take pleasure in infirmities, 





in reproaches, in necessities, in persecutions, 
in distresses for Christ’s sake: for when I am 
weak, then am I strong. 


Paul and the Sanhedrin 


That we may make a careful analysis 
of the present subject, let us be remind- 
ed of some of the personal character- 
istics of this unusual man Paul. 


He was a man of great learning and 
noble birth. Pure Jewish blood tingled 
in his veins. He was also a Roman. It 
will be recalled that one day, after he 
had been arrested for holding a street 
meeting, the news seeped through to the 
authorities that he was a Roman. The 
officials in the community were glad to 
release him at once because of the pres- 
tige and power which the very name 
“Rome” carried at that time. 


There is considerable evidence to the 
effect that before his conversion on the 
Damascus Road Paul may have been a 
member of the Jewish Sanhedrin. 


The Sanhedrin was the highest legal 
and religious body of the Jews. It was 
their Supreme Court of Justice. Many 
scholars believe that the college of sev- 
enty elders, organized by Moses, was 
the organization out of which the San- 
hedrin came originally. If this be true, 
this great legal body began while the 
children of Israel were wandering in 
the wilderness. The Sanhedrin went 
out of existence in the year 425 A. D. 


The Sanhedrin was a very aristocrat- 
ic body and the hereditary high priest 
was its guide and official. Josephus tells 
us that Herod the Great inaugurated 
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his reign by ordering the whole San- 
hedrin to be put to death, and evidently 
formed another Sanhedrin, the mem- 
bers of which he chose himself. 


The Sanhedrin was composed of sev- 
enty lawyers, scribes, priests and elders. 
The high priest held the office of presi- 
dent and thus made the total member- 
ship seventy-one. The tribunal met on 
Mondays and Thursdays and always 
sat in a semi-circle so that every mem- 
ber could see every other member. All 
other courts were inferior to this exalt- 
ed body in the eyes of the Jews. 


In front of the semi-circle stood the 
two clerks of the court, the one on the 
right hand, the other on the left, whose 
duty it was to record the votes of those 
who were in favor of acquital on one 
hand and of those who were in favor 
of condemnation on the other. A pris- 
oner, when coming before the Sanhed- 
rin, was required to appear in a humble 
attitude, dressed in mourning. 


Jesus was tried by the Sanhedrin for 
blasphemy. Peter and John were tried 
on the charge of being false prophets. 
Stephen stood trial before the Sanhed- 
rin and was convicted on the charge of 
blasphemy, after which he was con- 
demned to death. 


The Scriptural record tells us that 
when Paul started for Damascus to per- 
secute the Christians that he had letters, 
or credentials, from Jews high in au- 
thority. It is no doubt a legitimate as- 
sumption that Paul was sent by the 
Sanhedrin to persecute the Christians, 
and if this be true, in all probability he 
was a member of that legal body. 


If he was a member of this great 
court of law makers, you can see at 
once where he stood in the estimation 
of the people. He was honored and re- 
spected by everybody. He had wealth, 
fame and social standing. 


Paul the Scholar 


Contemplate also his educational ad- 
vantages. He was a student of one of 
the most celebrated educators of his- 
tory. He sat at the feet of Gamaliel. 


Gamaliel was a grandson of Hillel, 
the great educator of ancient Israel. 
Every student of Jewish history knows 
what a learned man Hillel was. Gamal- 
iel was taught by Hillel, and Paul was 
taught by Gamaliel. Not a few Jewish 
scholars look upon Gamaliel as the 
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greatest lawyer that the Jews ever pro- 
duced. 


Considering these things, we recog- 
nize at once that Paul possessed a 
knowledge of both Jewish and Roman 
law. His training had made him a mas- 
ter legal mind. 


When Paul stood before Felix and 
demanded a change of venue, he knew 
what he was doing. When he appeared 
before Festus and King Agrippa in the 
Roman court, he felt perfectly at ease. 
He was right at home in that great legal 
battle. 


Felix had tried the case and Paul had 
appealed to a higher court. He was on 
his way to Caesar. Paul knew the legal 
terms of his day and he used them. 


There he stood that great day before 
the mighty Festus and Agrippa. He 
combined iogic, law, eloquence and or- 
atory in his masterful appeal. Agrippa 
was swept off his feet by Paul’s mighty 
blasts of oratory, and he said, “Paul, 
almost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian.” 


A Conquered Man 


Here is an exalted Jew, a great law- 
yer, a powerful intellect, a man of 
wealth, prestige and social standing. 
Suddenly humbled! Brought low in the 
eyes of the world for the Gospel’s sake! 


Bound in chains before a Roman 
court! Languishing in dirty, filthy pris- 
on cells! Mobbed! Stoned, left for dead! 
Scars! A traveling preacher! A circuit 
rider! A tentmaker! Conquered by the 
Christ and the Gospel! 


Sore Eyes 


What was Paul’s thorn in the flesh? 
A certain group of Bible students say 
that he had sore eyes. They built up 
their hypothesis on the fact that when 
he wrote to the Galatians he said, to- 
ward the close of his epistle: “Ye see 
how large a letter I have written unto 
you with mine own hand.” 


Certain doubters have drawn from 
this statement that Paul had weak eyes 
and was therefore obliged to write in 
“large” characters. 


In my judgment this assumption is 
far-fetched and has no factual basis. 
This same school of doubters refer also 
to Galatians 4:15 where Paul says that 
out of affection for himself the Gala- 
tians “would have plucked out their 
eyes and have given them to me.” 


To show to what abnormal extremes 
men will carry their personal views and 
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prejudices, I will quote a statement writ- 
ten and circulated by a certain New 
York minister who has an aversion to 
the ministry of healing: 


“The fact is — Paul was sick. He was 
the sickest of men. He had one of the 
worst and most painful of oriental dis- 
eases. He had opthalmia — a disease 
of the eyes. The proof that he had it is 
overwhelming. He tells us he had a 
‘thorn in the flesh’ ... 


“When Paul stood before them his 
eyes filled with unspeakable pus — un- 
speakable-looking matter running down 
over his face ... Why would they have 
digged out their eyes for him except 
that his eyes, as he stood before them, 
were a pitiable and appealing sight to 
them — as the eyes of anyone with 
opthalmia are? The particular pain of 
this disease is that it is like a ‘stake’ in 
the eyes... 


“It is beyond dispute that Paul was 
a sick man. He says so himself. Paul 
did not get this disease by infection. 
How did he get it? Jesus Christ gave 
it to him. Paul did not want to be 
sick. In the quivering flesh and pain- 
ful suffering of His apostle, the Lord 
has written His Divine protest against 
this unspeakable doctrine, this brutal 
transmutation of the cross of Christ in- 
to a center of physical healing.” 


By this method we can make the 
Scriptures teach anything we want them 
to teach. As a matter of fact, you can 
make the Bible say anything you want 
to say, if you don’t read too much. 


Every false religion can be reconciled 
with the Bible if you take a passage 
here and a passage there and cement 
them together. Someone has said, “when 
you take a text out of the context, it 
becomes a pretext.” 


Don’t tell me that Paul stood there 
before King Agrippa with yellow, stink- 
ing matter, corruption and pus, running 
down his cheeks. Don’t tell me that 
Paul was a sniffling creature that kept 
his coat sleeve slick by rubbing fester- 
ing corruption out of his eyes. 


The Thorn 


No doubt Paul got the phrase “thorn 
in the flesh” from Numbers 33:55, 
where we read that the inhabitants of 
the land of Canaan, at the time of the 
Joshua invasion, were like “pricks in 
your eyes and thorns in your sides” to 
“vex you in the land wherein ye dwell.” 


Here the term “thorns” is used to 
describe the Canaanites who were living 
in the promised land at the time that 
Joshua led the children of Israel across 
the river Jordan. The Canaanites were 
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“thorns” because of their attitude to- 
ward the children of Israel. 


Notice the term “thorns” is made to 
represent personalities. 


Referring again to the Canaanites, 
Joshua said in the book that bears his 
name, 23:13, “Know for a certainty 
that the Lord your God will no more 
drive out any of these nations from be- 
fore you; but they shall be snares and 
traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes.” Again 
the term “thorns” refers to personali- 
ties. 


In Proverbs 15:19 Solomon says: 
“The way of the slothful man is as an 
hedge of thorns.” Here we find that the 
term “thorns” in the Scriptural sense 
refers to personalities. 


In Judges 2:3 we read: “Wherefore I 
also said, I will not drive them out 
from before you; but they shall be as 
thorns in your sides, and their gods 
shall be a snare unto you.” Once more 
we find that the term “thorns” is used 
to describe personalities. 


In none of these circumstances do the 
references to “pricks in your eyes” and 
“thorns in your sides” refer to a dis- 
ease of the eyes. Be loyal to the Scrip- 
tural context and you will find there is 
no basis for assuming that the common 





Israelitish phrase “thorn in the flesh” 
ever refers to a disease. 


Paul actually tells us what this thorn 
was. He said that it was a “messenger 
from Satan.” 


The term “messenger” immediately 
indicates a personality and this is true 
to the Scriptural context in which 
“thorns” are referred to as personali- 
ties. In other words, Satan had sent a 
demon to “buffet” Paul. 


The root word which is translated 
“messenger” in this Scripture is the 
same as the root word for “demon.” 
Demons are wicked spirits, ambassa- 
dors, emissaries, messengers of Satan. 
In other words, Paul’s thorn was a 
demon. 


Because of his knowledge of demon 
power and due to the fact that he knew 
what it was to have to deal with a Sa- 
tanic messenger, he could write in 
Ephesians 6:12, “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” 


Paul knew what it was to wrestle con- 
sciously in prayer against demon forces. 
He knew that the weapons of his war- 
fare were not carnal. In his preaching, 
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teaching and healing he dealt with prin- 
cipalities and powers. 


Scars 


Yes, Paul had scars. Not sore eyes, 
but scars. He was preaching in Lystra 
when wicked Jews from Antioch came 
and stirred up the community against 
him. He was dragged outside the city 
and stoned. He was left for dead with 
blood pouring from his wounds, his un- 
conscious body thrust over a pile of 
stones. 


Other disciples gathered around him 
for prayer. After a time he got up. They 
dressed his bleeding wounds and he 
went into the city and preached. In a 
few days he continued his missionary 
journey with Barnabas. 


Scars, yes, Paul had scars, but no 
sore eyes. 


In Philippi a mob assembled. Paul 
and his colleague Silas were thrown in- 
to prison. Their clothes were removed 
and their backs were beaten with the 
lash. While in stocks that night in pris- 
on they put on a prayer meeting. 


While they were singing, the foun- 
dations began to slide out from beneath 
the jail. The prisoners were released. 
The jailer knew that if the prisoners 
escaped, it would cost him his life. He 
was about to kill himself when Paul 
got to him. 


“What must I do to be saved?” he 
cried out. Paul answered, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt be 
saved.” It was only a few minutes until 
the jailer did his stripe-washing. He 
washed the bleeding, wounded backs of 
the two traveling preaciers. 


Scars, yes, Paul had scars, but no 
sore eyes. 


At Ephesus, God “wrought special 
miracles by the hands of Paul.” Cer- 
tainly if Paul had had pus and corrup- 
tion running out of his eyes, he would 
not have been able to inspire the faith 
of the Ephesians. 


We read that handkerchiefs and ap- 
rons were anointed by Paul. These gar-- 
ments were placed on the sick and their 
diseases were healed. Who would have 
wanted to place a handkerchief on a 
sick body if it had come from a sniff- 
ling man with pus running out of his 
eyes? They would have burned the 
handkerchief to have kept it from 
spreading the disease. 


Paul was ship wrecked on an island. 
Everybody on board was drenching 
wet. The little crowd huddled together 
around a fire which had been made 
from a bundle of sticks. 
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When Paul threw his bundle of kind- 
ling wood down, a viper clung to his 
hand. The superstitious people present 
thought that some great curse must 
have rested upon him that he should 
have been bitten by the viper. 


Calmly enough he shook the reptile 
off into the flames. The people expect- 
ed him to swell up black and blue or 
fall dead, but God delivered him from 
the poison of the viper.

Doubt your Doubts 


The carnal mind seeks for loopholes 
constantly to justify its doubts. Doubts 
are dangerous. When doubt comes in, 
faith goes out. 


Peter was walking on the waves and 
the rolling sea was as solid as a cement 
sidewalk until he got his eyes off of the 
Christ and on to the waves. He doubted. 
He thought, “What if I should sink?” 
And at that instant, he sank. 


A negative faith never got anything 
from God. Faith to be effective must 
be positive. Doubts destroy faith. God 
cannot do much through an “if.” As- 
sume the positive mental and spiritual 
attitude when you pray. 


Some doubters say they believe God 
wants them to be sick. Then let them 
quit taking medicine, for in the event 
of a cure, it would take them out of 
God’s will. 


Psychologically, the idea that God 
wants you to be sick is unsound. It 
tends to produce inertia. If disease is 
gnawing at you, and you become pas- 
sive to it, thus following the line of 
least resistance, it will only be a short 
time until you will be conquered. As- 
sume the positive. God works only 
through faith. Many a Christian’s faith 
has been shipwrecked on the rocks of 
doubt. 


Don’t believe your doubts and don’t 
doubt your beliefs. 


Don’t allow Paul’s thorn to interfere 
with your faith. Don’t crucify your 
faith on a cross of thorns. Don’t look 
at God’s promises through Paul’s sore 
eyes, for I do not believe Paul’s eyes 
were ever sore. 


Don’t hang your faith on a thorn. 
Don’t puncture your faith with a thorn 
of doubt. Don’t sacrifice your faith on 
an altar of thistles. 


Even Jesus could not work miracles 
in a city of doubt. He was on a great 
preaching and healing tour when He 
came to the city of Nazareth. In neigh- 
boring cities He had cleansed the lepers, 
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raised the dead, healed the sick, opened 
blind eyes and had unstopped ears 
that had been closed. 


Finally He came to Nazareth, His old 
home town. He was greeted with doubt. 
The city rejected His Deity. They be- 
lieved only in His humanity. “Is not 
this the carpenter’s son?” they asked. 


They were looking for an excuse to 
doubt and they found it. The carnal 
mind seeks for loopholes. The people in 
Nazareth had not heard about Paul’s 
thorn or Job’s boils, so they doubted 
the Lord’s Deity. 


The Lord Himself could not do 
mighty works there because of their un- 


belief.

OMMUNISTS, in their onward 

march to conquer mankind, are not 
only using as their weapons of warfare 
the gun and the sword, but they are also 
using the mind. They know that in the 
end, it is always necessary to have con- 
trol over the thoughts of the people that 
you conquer, and that if you can en- 
slave people in the absence of warfare, 
then the victory will be that much great- 
er. 


There are many ways through which 
the Communists seek to capture and 
control the mind. One is to direct the 
thought through so-called democratic 
group discussion in self-criticism meet- 
ings. Another is on the operating table, 
and another the hypnotist chamber. 


For years now, the Communists have 
made the people under their dominion 
believe what they so desire. Beria once 
said, “If God Himself was sitting in 
that chair, we would make Him say 
what we wanted Him to say.” 


In America now, with the new drive 
for so-called cultural and educational 
exchange with Soviet Russia, the 
groundwork is rapidly being laid for 
the Communists to capture the minds 
of our youth through the bringing in 
of Soviet teachers, music, motion pic- 
tures and radio, and television pro- 
grams. 


It is a well-known fact that what is 
imprinted in the minds of children in 
their early years will have a tremend- 
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ous impact upon them throughout the 
rest of their life. Lenin once said, “Give 
us one generation of American youth, 
and the revolution will be already won.” 


Throughout our school system in 
America at present, the drive is on to 
mold our youth into one pattern, one 
that calls for one-world government, 
one-world Church and one-world race. 
Slowly but surely, we are seeing the 
youth of our land adjusting themselves 
to this idea through the abolishment of 
Bible reading, prayer and Christmas 
carols in our schools. 


Through the teaching of evolution 
and UNESCO ideals of world govern- 
ment, and through integration and in- 
terracial dances, we are beginning to 
see a new type of American citizen 
emerge — one void of loyalty to Christ 
and country. 


“Brothers” 


The other day I picked up a National 
Parent-Teacher Magazine for February 
1957, in which they had an article call- 
ed, ‘That People Shall Live as One Fam- 
ily of Man.’ It called upon the parents 
to teach their children to understand 
that we may choose our friends, our 
husbands and wives, but that our broth- 
ers are bestowed upon us, and that 
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whether we like it or not, whatever our 
brother may be, whatever he may do, 
he is still our brother and therefore we 
must be united in true brotherly fellow- 
ship to the Communistic one-third of 
the earth. 


On the surface, this may seem like a 
sweet thought, but underneath it is a 
subtle theory of anti-christ — one which 
would help in lulling us to sleep so that 
the Kremlin gang could finish their 
drive to liquidate Christian civilization. 


Our Bible firmly teaches that we are 
not to have an affinity with the anti- 
christ, and that our brother is only he 
that does the will of the Father, or is 
born into the family of God through 
water and the Spirit. 


But little children who do not know 
their Bibles can easily be brain washed 
into believing this as the truth. Much is 
being said about the improving of our 
educational system, but we need not 
invite Russian teachers here to accomp- 
lish this job, inasmuch as we have al- 
ready sixteen thousand or more anti- 
christ teachers holding down jobs in 
our educational institutions. 


In one school in Gardenia, California, 
a teacher told the class that if he could 
drive the belief in God out of the minds 
of his students, he would feel that he 
had made a worthy contribution to 
mankind. 


Strange Teachings 


In the Denver area, students in one 
school are taught to play a game called 
“Ghost,” something like “Hide-and- 
seek,” and the one that is “it” is called 


the Holy Ghost. 


In another school near Santa Ana, 
California, the students are taught to 
sing about a peanut who went up to 
heaven and did not like it there, so was 
cast into hell, where he had real en- 
joyment. At this same school, the little 
children were taught suggestive songs 
concerning the anatomy of a female. 


The other day in the Englewood, 
Colorado area, a professor said that 
if the students would get down to busi- 
ness and study so that we could beat 
Russia in her drive for knowledge, he 
would grant them the privilege of hav- 
ing Rock and Roll dance sessions dur- 
ing the noon hour. Now the students 
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go into these wild-eyed jam sessions 
with some of the teachers, and one is a 
local woman whose main hobby is the 
bar room, although she is a secretary 
in the school. 


In New York and many other areas 
of the country, white girls have been 
raped in classrooms and in the gym, 
and students are carrying guns, knives, 
knuckles and dope. Juvenile crime has 
reached an all time high, and only in 
the past few weeks has the nation been 
shocked by a young man killing eleven 
people, and by the expose of the dope 
and sex orgies that have been unveiled 
in at least seven states. 


Subliminal Advertising 


On top of this disheartening news 
comes the revelation of a new art of 
brain washing being practiced by the 
anti-christ forces called, ‘Subliminal Ad- 
vertising,’ which is now being tried out 
in California, New York and Louisiana 
by two companies — one is called the 
Subliminal Projection Company, and 
the other Experimental Films, Incor- 
porated. They have created a device 
whereby they can project on a tele- 
vision or movie screen advertisements 
or writing which cannot be seen by the 
conscious eye. You can watch a picture 
and never know that this other is going 
on. 


So far it has been tried with Coca 
Cola and popcorn. While the viewer 
does not know that this is being pro- 
jected into his subconscious mind, he 
begins to have a great craving for the 
product which is being advertised, un- 
known to him. In movie houses where 
it has been tried out, they have sold out 
their stock of popcorn. 


While this may seem a harmless little 
bit of trick advertising to begin with, 
the penetrating of the subconscious 
mind by this device may be the very 
instrument the anti-christ powers need 
to bring masses under their control 
by injecting subversive propaganda. 


It is now known that from an earth 
satellite, there is a possibility of the 
Russian government controlling radio 
and television programs. Could it not 
be also possible that they could inject 
this unseen propaganda and do devas- 
tating harm? 


In the Russian textbook on psycho- 
politics called, ‘Brain Washing,’ the 
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Communists state that the end truly 
justifies the means, and that degrada- 
tion of a populace is less inhuman than 
their destruction by atomic fission, and 
to an animal who lives only once, any 
life is sweeter than death. The end of 
war is the control of a conquered peo- 
ple. If a nation can be enslaved in the 
absence of warfare the end of war will 
have been achieved without the destruc- 
tion it causes — a worthy goal. 


It is now believed by many of our 
Washington authorities that this subli- 
minal advertising may be definitely 
used by the Communists in their plans 
to conquer the minds of our nation. 
In a report handed to the Senate leaders 
and Dr. James B. Killan, President 
Eisenhower’s Space-Age Advisor on 
Science and Technology, by a commit- 
tee making a research on this line, they 
report: 

“We must assume the possibility of a 
breakthrough in the control and atti- 
tudes and beliefs of human beings 
through exceptional effective education- 
al techniques or drugs or subliminal 
stimulation or manipulation of motives 
or some as yet unrecognized medium.” 


It further stated that this could pos- 
sibly be carried on by a Russian earth 
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Many individuals go about from day 
to day criticizing and condemning their 
fellow man, and never take stock of 
their own weak points. If these same 
persons would cultivate the attributes 
listed below, they would be amazed at 
how rapidly the faults of those around 
them would melt away. 


1. Be kind to all. 
2. Try to make others happy. 
3. Never indulge in gossip. 


4. Never forget the respect due to 
old age.

thoughts. 


This form of brain washing which is 
nothing more nor less than the deadly 
weapon of hypnosis, is truly an instru- 
ment in the hands of anti-christ forces 
in the drive to conquer the minds of 
men. Hypnotism is a wicked thing, no 
matter how it is used. No one has the 
right to use his conscious mind to plant 
the seeds of thought into the emotions 
of another. This system could be classi- 
fied under no other name than mental 
rape. 


The old belief of no one being able 
to hypnotize another against his will 
has been disproved. A person need only 
be taken when he is completely relaxed 
and off-guard or when he is too weary 
to realize what is happening, to be 
placed under a hypnotic spell. 


Truly, we can say that we are living 
in a period when the battle is on for 
the minds of men, and never before 
has there been an hour when man 
should have his mind centered in Christ 
so firmly that the darts and arrows of 
anti-christ thought might beat against 
the rock of faith in Christ to no avail.

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O MANY PEOPLE know too many 

things about the Bible that are not 
true. A scientific man once offered a 
large sum of money to any one who 
could find one scientific error in the 
Bible. One enthusiastic critic wrote 
back and said, “The Bible says Eve ate 
the apple and we now know that apples 
didn’t grow in that part of the world. 
Please send me the money.” 


The scientific man who was defend- 
ing the Bible wrote and asked where the 
man found the verse which said Eve ate 
an apple. The critic finally replied that 
he had searched for weeks and couldn’t 
find the verse but he knew it was in the 
Bible. In fact, he said, “Everybody 
knows that.” Of course it isn’t in the 
Bible. Eve ate “fruit” but the Bible does 
not indicate what kind. 


I said in a recent issue of my publi- 
cation, Bible News Flashes, that there 
is no record in the Bible that man ever 
observed the Sabbath until the people 
of Israel left Egypt, some 2500 years 
after the days of Adam. 


Immediately several people wrote me 
that God gave man the Sabbath in the 
second chapter of Genesis so they are 
sure it was always observed. Let’s set 
the record straight by ascertaining ex- 
actly what the Bible says instead of 





“reading into it” our own opinions. We 
make the following observations. 


The Sabbath 


1. The word, “Sabbath” is not men- 
tioned anywhere in the book of Genesis. 
It is not mentioned until 2500 years 
after the days of Adam and Eve. 


2. In Genesis 2:2 it says, “On the 
seventh day God ended his work which 
he had made; and he rested on the 
seventh day.” Here it was God Who 


rested — not man. 


3. There is no record that during the 
first 2500 years of human history God 
ever commanded man to “keep the 
Sabbath.” Nor is there any record that 
man attempted to keep a sabbath during 
that period. 


There is no doubt that the body needs 
rest and that a day of rest is beneficial 
physically — also spiritually, if proper- 
ly employed. However, at the time in- 
dicated in Genesis 2:2,3 when God had 
finished His creative work, man was an 
unfallen creature with a body that never 
grew tired. 

Had sin not entered, Adam and Eve 


would have been alive on earth today 
in that same body. It never needed 
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“rest.” There was no “sin” in the hu- 
man race at the time when it says God 
rested on the seventh day. The word 
“rested” as used concerning God sim- 
ply meant since He had finished His 
creative work He “ceased” creating. It 
doesn’t mean “rest” in the sense that 
He was tired, since the eternal God 
never grows weary. It certainly doesn’t 
mean that God rested because He was 
worn out after six days of creative 
work, 


God’s rest ended when sin entered 
the human race. He had His “redemp- 
tive” work to do. This was accomplish- 
ed when Christ died for our sins and 
arose from the dead. 


There were three Sabbaths in a row 
when Christ died and was buried. The 
Lord worked on all of those Sabbaths 
— worked to pay the penalty for our 
sins, and “In the end of the sabbath, as 
it began to dawn toward the first day of 
the week” (Matthew 28:1) Christ arose 
from the dead. 


He worked on the seventh day be- 
cause man had “sinned” and this made 
it necessary for the Lord to continue 
His “creative work” in the “new crea- 
tion.” Having finished His “redemp- 
tive work” — the “week” of bondage 
to sin had ended and the first day of 
the week became the time for proclaim- 
ing His victory over sin and death. 


Now He could proclaim “liberty” to 
all who would trust in His finished 
work of redemption. For this reason the 
disciples and Christ’s followers in gen- 
eral assembled themselves together on 
the “first day” of the week. This prac- 
tice has continued from apostolic times 
to the present. 


In the Calvary transaction Christ was 
“blotting out the handwriting of ordin- 
ances that was against us, which was 
contrary to us, and took it out of the 
way, nailing it to his cross ... Let no 
man therefore judge you in meat, or in 
drink, or in respect of an holyday, or 
of the new moon, or of the sabbath 
days: Which are a shadow of things to 
come; but the body is of Christ.” (Col- 
ossians 2:14-17) 


By his own sin man destroyed God’s 
“sabbath.” By paying the penalty for 
man’s sin God destroyed man’s Sab- 
bath, which was only a “shadow” of 
the true. Now the believer can have his 
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sabbath of “rest” in the finished work 
of Calvary’s Lamb. 


Keeping the Sabbath 


But someone says, “I believe in keep- 
ing the Sabbath.” All right, this is what 
you'll have to do. 


You'll have to remain inactive one 
day in seven, i.e. on Saturday, which is 
the “sabbath” day. You will also have 
to observe all of the other “sabbath” 
days which included the Old Testament 
feasts and their observance. 


Every seventh year you must let your 
land — farm or garden lie idle. Every 
seventh year you must refrain from 
mowing your lawn or pulling any weeds 
that grow in your garden. Every 49th 
and 50th year you must do the same 
for two years in succession. 


One violation of the Sabbatic laws 
brings the “death penalty.” If you have 
had one violation during all your life 
time you are under the penalty of death 
if you are trying to be saved by keep- 
ing the Sabbath. 


If you have walked a mile or more 
on any Saturday in your life you have 
broken the Sabbath. If you have placed 
a shovel of coal in your furnace or a 
stick of wood in the stove on any 
Saturday in your life, you have broken 
the Sabbath. If you have broken it just 
once, it’s now too late to try to save 





yourself. You are already under the 
death penalty for Sabbath breaking. 


But you can’t keep the Sabbath with- 
out reinstituting Old Testament taber- 
nacle or temple worship. First you must 
reinstitute the Old Testament priest- 
hood. You must get your priests from 
the tribe of Levi. With the tribes of 
Israel lost or scattered, how are you 
going to identify those who will be 
qualified for the priesthood? How are 
you going to trace the right High Priest 
down through the past 1900 years when 
there are no genealogical records? And 
if you don’t have the right priest and 
High Priest your worship is vain. 


In addition to this, if you are to keep 
the Sabbath you'll have to reinstitute 
Temple worship. You must rebuild the 
Temple with its outer court, its holy 
place and its holy of holies. You must 
sacrifice the lambs as commanded in 
the Old Testament in connection with 
keeping the Sabbaths. 


You must keep all of the seven Old 
Testament feasts — they were all called 
“sabbaths” and the command to keep 
them was just as definite as the com- 
mand to keep the seventh day. 


If you could rebuild the Temple in 
the United States, it would be against 
the law to worship as the Israelites did 
in the Old Testament times. They had 
a “court of the Gentiles” and Gentiles 
were forbidden to enter the holy place. 
That is “discrimination.” Our United 
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States Supreme Court has ruled against 
that. 


It is against the law to “discriminate” 
against racial groups as the Israelites 
did in their worship, and as God com- 
manded them to do. You’d have God’s 
command going against the command 
of our Supreme Court and you’d wind 
up in jail — as some already have here 
for “discrimination.” Since you can’t 
keep the Sabbath without the Temple or 
tabernacle, and since there are none to- 
day — built upon that plan, how can 
you “keep” the Sabbath? 


You say, “Under these circumstances 
nobody could keep the Sabbath.” How 
true! Nobody ever kept it — fully. 


It brought the “death penalty” upon 
the heads of all who attempted to keep 
it. Therefore Christ had to purchase our 
redemption and free us from the law 
of sin and death. 


On the first day of the week came 
liberty. The Lord had triumphed over 
the groaning of the Old Creation. We 
may become new creatures by placing 
our faith in the Calvary transaction, the 
Christ Who purchased our redemption. 
Then we are free from the law of sin 


and death. 


If you are trying to save yourself by 
“keeping” the Sabbath, cease from 
your striving, and trust Christ. In Him 
you'll find “rest.” 


“There remaineth therefore a rest to 
the people of God. For he that is enter- 
ed into his rest, he also hath ceased from 
his own works, as God did from his.” 
(Hebrews 4:9.10) 


A Gift of God 


“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves; it is 
the gift of God. Not of works, lest any 
man should boast.” (Ephesians 2:8,9). 


The most difficult task that any 
preacher of the truth has is to get peo- 
ple to stop trying to save themselves 
and have them put their trust in Christ 
for salvation. 


The notion that man can save him- 
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self is common to the world. People 
think God keeps a big ledger and if the 
good deeds on one side outweigh the 
bad deeds on the other side, God lets 
them into Heaven. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 


One single violation of God’s law for 
one fleeting moment will damn the soul 
for all eternity. How then, can anybody 
be saved? Only through faith in Christ. 


The Scriptures are clear that salva- 
tion is by grace through faith; it is a 
gift of God; it is not of ourselves, and 
not of works. 


But with the press, radio, movie in- 
dustry, TV and ten thousand false re- 
ligions, all teaching that man can save 
himself by his own efforts, it is diffi- 
cult to get men to see that they must 
stop trying to save themselves and trust 
Christ. He alone can save, and He can 
save only those who will trust Him. 


Note: Since writing the above ar- 
ticle in which I said that the word 
“rest” in Genesis two simply meant that 
God “ceased” from his creating work, 
I have checked “Young’s Literal Trans- 
lation of the Holy Bible,” by Robert 
Young, author of Analytical Concor- 
dance to the Bible. His “literal transla- 
tion” confirms what I have said. I 
quote: 


“And the heavens and the earth are 
completed, and all their host; and God 
completeth by the the seventh day His 
work which He hath made, and ceaseth 
by the seventh day from all His work 
which He hath made. 


“And God blessed the seventh day, 
and sanctifieth it, for in it He hath 
ceased from all his work which God 
had prepared for making.” (Genesis 
2:1-3) 


There is no hint of “rest” in the or- 
iginal Hebrew or when accurately trans- 
lated. Those who try to find the Sab- 
bath day in Genesis 2:1-3 are basing 
their claims on a false translation — 
the idea that God became tired and 
“rested” on the seventh day. He did not 
rest. He “ceased” His work of creating 
because it was finished. 
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In the network of alleged Communists and Communist-fronters, many 
individuals have been sadly neglected in getting publicity. Here is one 
such individual whom American history should never forget. 





OST AMERICANS have never 

heard of Oetje John Rogge, a New 
York lawyer, but they have heard of 
many of the people he served as legal 
mouthpiece — people convicted as the 
worst Judas Iscariots and Benedict Ar- 
nolds in American history. 


For some reason no committee seems 
to have seriously investigated him. The 
Rosenbergs were sent to the chair in 
spite of Rogge and world-wide Commu- 
nist protests. David Greenglass, Ethel 
Rosenberg’s brother whose turning of 
state’s evidence in the atomic spy case 
sent his own sister and brother-in-law 
to death, is doing a 30 year stretch in 
the pen. Greenglass got a lot of public- 
ity but Rogge, his lawyer, seems to 
have remained strictly in the shadows. 
The big, 6 foot 4 lawyer’s seeming will- 
ingness to let his clients leap into the 
limelight while he appears to have an 
aversion for publicity has been care- 
fully noted in many of his cases. 


One might question Rogge’s ability, 
seeing that many of those he counsels 
or assists wind up in such out-of-the- 
way places as Lewisburg Federal Peni- 
tentiary. Ability or no ability, Commu- 
nists and atom spies who get caught 
monkeying with our affairs seem to na- 
turally gravitate in his direction. Just 
why this is so and the New Yorker 
should be a sort of legal “Mr. Big” to 
enemies of America is a matter for con- 
jecture. 


Rogge, whose name was pronounced 
“Rogue” by a defendant he tried to con- 
vict in one case, has not always been 
sensitive to publicity. It has been since 
he became a Defense lawyer that he has 
been so modest. When he was a prose- 
cutor, or “persecutor,” as a preacher 
called him, he filled the papers with his 
thunderous pronouncements. 
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Take the Sedition Trial, for instance. 
One of the most celebrated cases in his- 
tory, this trial found Rogge doing the 
prosecuting as Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States. 


How the New York man managed to 
become an Assistant Attorney General 
is itself a matter for investigation. Fran- 
cis Biddle, known as quite a “parlor 
pink” himself, was Attorney General, 
Dean Acheson was Secretary of State 
and Alger Hiss, Rogge and many others, 
all graduates of the Harvard Law 
School, descended on Washington and 
occupied high government positions. 
They were known as the “Hot Dog 
Boys” because Supreme Court Justice 
Felix Frankfurter had been their pro- 
fessor at Harvard and was generally 
credited with being their master-mind 
and job-getter. 


A politico-legal hot dog himself, 
Frankfurter had been attorney for the 
convicted and executed murderers, the 
anarchists Sacco and Vanzetti and for 
the Communist, Tom Mooney. Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt let loose with 
resounding warning blasts against 
Frankfurter, who has a long record as 
attorney for Red-fronters. It was but 
natural that his Harvard students should 
be cast from the master’s mold. 


In the Sedition Trial in 1944, Rogge, 
in collaboration with Theron Lamar 
Caudle, also Assistant Attorney General, 
was to do the prosecution work. Observ- 
ers believed Frankfurter to be scheming 
out the strategy. Caudle, incidentally, 
drew a five year prison stretch recently 
for income tax fraud while he was in 
office. 


The First Indictment 


The first Sedition indictment accused 
certain individuals and organizations of 
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being practically treasonable. It named 
such groups as the Coalition of Ameri- 
can Patriotic Societies, including the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Sons and 
Daughters of the American Revolution, 
etc. If the Sedition defendants were 
convicted in this guinea-pig test trial 
the way was open to round up and con- 
vict every patriotic or anti-Communist 
group. All that was needed was a pre- 
cedent. 


The defendants — 30 of them — in- 
cluded ministers, newspapermen, anti- 
Communist labor organizers, writers 
and war veterans. To give the trial a 
pro-German flavor six members of the 
German-American Bund were thrown 
in — obviously to prejudice a jury in 
time of war. 


Most of the defendants had never 
seen or heard of one another yet they 
were charged with conspiring in the 
District of Columbia, so they could be 
tried there. Several proved they had 
never been in Washington until brought 
there for trial. Some were Democrats, 
some Republicans. Others were social- 
ists. Some had means and others poor 
while a majority were Christians and a 
few of no religion. They had one thing 
in common — they were all against 
America getting into World War II to 
help Russia and they were all against 
Communism. 


It was easy to see who the Justice 
Department, through Rogge, was really 
trying to imprison, under the pretext of 
“sedition” — American citizens who 
had spoken or written influentially 
against Communism, against Stalin and 
against entry into a war that would cer- 
tainly build up Soviet Russia and make 
her the power she is today. 


A Shocking Affair 


The affair shocked many Americans. 
Republicans and Democrats in the Sen-

MOSCOW, Mar. 10.—O. John 
Rogge, former United States As- 

4 sistant Attorney General, and 
Rockwell Kent, American artist, 
placed a wreath today on the 


grave of John Reed, one of the 
founders of the American Commu- 
nist Party, who was buried on Red 
Square at the Kremlin wall. 

Rogge and Kent are here as del- 
egates of the Permanent Commit- 
tee of the World Congress for the 
Defense of Peace. 

The inscription on the wreath 
laid at Reed’s grave read: 

“In loving memory from grate- 
ful Americans.” ‘ 








ate and Congress delivered fiery speech- 
es on it while extreme leftists in both 
houses encouraged the Justice Depart- 
ment, “where justice is dispensed.” One 
congressman said, “dispensed with.” 
The famed theologian and preacher, Dr. 
W. B. Riley, president of Northwestern 
Theological Seminary, said of it: 


“I count the Washington trial of so- 
called ‘Seditionists’ the most palpable 
attack on free thought and free speech 
that America has ever experienced. I 
am glad that at last by Divine Provi- 
dence, justice has triumphed and the 
smearers who brought about that bur- 
lesque are being properly pilloried.” 


Catholic priests like Father Termin- 
ello and Father Curran joined in to 
blast the trial of people whose only 
“crime” was that they were against 
Communism. 


The defendants, far from home, un- 
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derwent fierce hardships, some of them 
thrown into jail, the poorer ones un- 
able to earn a living due to being under 
indictment. Some went hungry while 
well-fed Soviet army officers, in Wash- 
ington on war business, attended the 
trial and watched the proceedings with 
keen interest. 


Elmer J. Garner, an 80 year old Kan- 
sas newspaperman, tried to exist on a 
nickel cup of coffee and two doughnuts 
a day. He died during the trial. Senator 
Langer, amazed at such cruelty, said in 
a Senate speech: 


“Held in the District Jail for several 
weeks for lack of bond fees and finally 
impoverished by three indictments and 
forced trips and stays in Washington, 
Garner died alone in a Washington 
rooming house with 40 cents in his 
pocket. His body was shipped naked in 
a wooden box to his ailing, impoverish- 
ed widow, his two suits and typewriter 
being held, so that clothing had to be 
purchased for his funeral.” 


Other defendants died later. Several 
were kept for days at a time in a “bull 
pen” under the courtroom where they 
were thrown in with hardened criminals. 
The small room contained a wood 
bench, a toilet loaded with filth and ci- 
garette butts, and no drinking water. 
At noon they received one bun with one 
slice of bologna. 


And that was in the Capital of the 
United States under an elaborate court- 
room where Rogge was trying to convict 
enemies of Communism. Various news- 
papers who got word of the case at- 
tacked it as a “Moscow Trial” and com- 
pared Rogge to Andrei Vishinsky, the 
Russian prosecutor who sent Stalin’s 
enemies to death. Two of the three 
Washington papers ridiculed the case 
and fairly reported it while the third, 
the Washington Post, which had helped 
smear the defendants suddenly switched 
half way in the proceedings, withdrew 
its correspondent and criticized the Jus- 
tice Department. 
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None of the defendants left alive 
were convicted and Chief Justice Bolitha 
J. Laws later, in sharp criticism of the 
Justice Department, branded the case “a 
travesty upon justice.” 


An example of Rogge’s fanaticism 
and lack of sportsmanship occurred 
when a defendant was dismissed by the 
trial judge. On his attorney’s approval 
he put out his hand in the best Ameri- 
can tradition and said, “I bear you no 
malice.” 


Rogge, who had been talking to a 
pro-Communist P.M. reporter, turned, 
his face contorted with anger, refused 
to shake hands and growled, “I have no 
more use for you than I have for these 
other Fascists.” 


Leon Trotsky, the Red Army butcher, 
described a Fascist as “any person op- 
posed to Communism.” 


In the Congressional Record of the 
79th Congress, the Committee on Un- 
American Activities reported: 


“No person is able to estimate how 
many lives were lost through the strikes 
of ... two plants (Allis-Chalmers and 
North American Aviation) which are 
officially known to have been sponsored 
by ... avowed members of the Com- 
munist Party. It is hard to believe such 
treasonable and seditious acts have nev- 
er received the attention of the proper 
Government agency that is charged 
with such responsibility. However, this 
same agency did find time to prosecute 
30 native Americans who wefe charged 
with Sedition, and a trial covering 8 
months and costing hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars was conducted to con- 
vict these persons. This Department 
now admits that they have no concrete 
evidence against these so-called ‘native 
Fascists’.” 


Dismissal 
After the Sedition Trial fiasco the 


Justice Department dismissed Rogge. 
Walter Winchell, the commentator who 
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had been boosting Rogge, screamed in- 
to the microphone, “The Justice De- 
partment blew its own brains out!” 
Winchell seems to have had a change 
of heart about Communists since then 
and is now presented to TV audiences 
as a sort of benevolent old gentleman 
who, while he may peek through a key- 
hole now and then, really has every- 
one’s best interests at heart. 


Ex-prosecutor Rogge’s later activities 
have been self-evident. In 1947 he was 
in Washington as attorney for 16 mem- 
bers of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Committee, one of the worst Red fronts. 
All were convicted. 


On November 10, 1947, in a speech 
in Los Angeles to C.I.0. labor unions, 
he attacked the system of loyalty checks 
on Government employees and demand- 
ed abolition of the Committee on un- 
American Activities. 


On December 27, 1947 he was in 
Washington as counsel for Harold R. 
Christoffel, the Wisconsin Communist 
leader and official of the United Auto 
Workers union. Christoffel was convict- 


ed. 


On March 8, 1950, press dispatches 
from Moscow said Rogge was Stalin’s 
guest in the Kremlin and had delivered 

a speech there. He reportedly decorat- 
ed the tomb of John Reed, founder of 
the American Communist Party, buried 
in the Kremlin, with a wreath inscribed, 
“In loving memory from grateful Amer- 
icans.” (See clipping, page 22) 


More recently the New Yorker has 
served as counsel for attorneys charged 
with contempt in Judge Medina’s court, 
where top level Communists stood trial. 
He was New York state manager for 
Henry Wallace’s ill-starred presidential 
campaign and defended atom spy 
Greenglass. 


LIFE magazine, publishing a list of 
those it called “Red-Fronters” who at- 
tended a big dinner at the Waldorf in 





honor of visiting Soviet notables, car- 
ried Rogge’s name and picture. 


Under the heading, “U.S. Notables 
Back Red Meet,” the Los Angeles Times, 
April 10, 1949, carried the following 
story on page one: 


“Communist parties all over Europe 
centered their propaganda today on a 
‘world peace congress’ to be held in 
Paris April 20-23. Two thousand leftist 
‘intellectuals’ from 32 countries are to 
attend the congress, Frederick Joliot- 
Curie, in charge of arrangements, an- 
nounced. Joliot-Curie, a Communist, is 
France’s Commissioner for Atomic En- 


ergy. 


“Congress officials said that comed- 
ian Charlie Chaplin will be among the 
delegates. They listed as among Ameri- 
can sponsors former Asst. Attorney 
General O. John Rogge, artist Rockwell 
Kent, poet Louis Untermeyer, author 
Howard Fast, radio commentator Jo- 
hannes Steel, band leader Artie Shaw 
and Rabbi J. X. Cohen.” 


Rogge helped draw up the Stockholm 
Peace Pact which was denounced by in- 
vestigators as one of the cleverest pieces 
of Communist propaganda ever pulled 
on Americans. 


Perhaps all of these activities of the 
lawyer, his association with so many 
Reds, the uncanny way in which they 
know right where to find him when in 
legal trouble, and his merciless prosecu- 
tion of the Sedition defendants, are 
merely coincidental. Then again, per- 
haps they are not. In any event, if So- 
viet nuclear bombs some day wipe out 
millions of Americans, it will be largely 
because of the atom spies and traitors 
a lawyer from New York so ably de- 
fended.

HIS IS an election year — a con- 

gressional election year. And as us- 
ual in election years, the air is full of 
promises. Promises are what politicians 
live by — promises of all the wonder- 
ful things they will give to the people 
who elect them, if the people will just 
give the politicians enough tax money. 


But politicians running for office 
don’t talk about the tax money — only 
the promises! 


At the moment our Republican Presi- 
dent is having a contest with our Demo- 
cratic Congress to see which can make 
the biggest promises — of more social 
security, more unemployment insur- 
ance, more veterans’ benefits, more old- 
age assistance, more aid to education, 
more public housing, more of this, that 
and the other thing. 


Lump all these together and you have 
what is known as the “welfare state.” 
And our politicians are having a con- 
test as to which ones can promise, and 
run better, an even bigger welfare state. 


This might be a good time, therefore, 
to take a look at another welfare state 
which has been in full operation now 
for nearly a decade. The Socialists put 
a welfare state into operation in Great 
Britain nearly ten years ago. 


Of course, England has a so-called 
Conservative government now, but it 
has done nothing to disturb the welfare 
state begun by the Socialists. The Con- 
servatives in England, like our “mo- 
dern” Republicans here, try to out-so- 
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cialize the Socialists in welfare-state 
promises. 


The Socialists, of course, sold the 
welfare state to the people of England 
with the idea that it would give them 
“free” medical care, “free” pensions, 
“free” housing and so on. But it turned 
out that none of it was free. 


Governments have nothing to give. 
They can only take away — and then 
give back part of what they have taken. 


So heavy taxes had to be imposed on 
the people of England to pay for the 
various government “insurance” 
schemes. But the people were told they 
mustn’t mind paying the taxes, because 
the government could provide “secur- 
ity” — from the cradle to the grave — 
so much better for them than they 
could for themselves. 


But now — ten years later — it turns 
out that even these heavy taxes are not 
enough to keep the welfare-state scheme 
going. As a result, Britain has to dip 
into general revenues — and today, 
nearly sixty cents out of every dollar 
collected in taxes goes for this welfare- 
statism. 


This is why Britain is cutting down 
on her defense expenditures, and why 
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she constantly has her hat out for more 
United States handouts. 


Meantime, welfare-statism is turning 
the once proud and independent Eng- 
lishman into a slothful, irresponsible 
ward of the government. Nearly all 
new housing in England is in the hands 
of the government. If an Englishman 
wants to better his living conditions he 
must apply for a government house. 
Meantime, if he is self-respecting, he 
keeps his old house clean and in good 
repair. 

But a neighbor who lets his home 
go to rack and ruin gets first claim on 
a government house. The self-respect- 
ing Englishman soon decides it’s smart- 
er to be shiftless. He'll get a govern- 
ment house quicker that way — and let 
some other self-respecting Englishman 
help pay for it out of his general tax 
payments to the government. 


An Englishman, through a sense of 
duty and integrity, takes care of his 
aged or ailing parents. A lazy neighbor 
turns his aged parents over to the gov- 
ernment to take care of — with the tax- 
es of the first Englishman. 


In other words, an Englishman with 
a sense of honor finds himself contri- 
buting not only to the support of his 
own parents but to the support of the 
parents of many other shiftless English- 
men. It isn’t long before he decides 
that he, too, will get on the government 
gravy train. 


It is this sort of thing which is turn- 
ing what was once the greatest trading 
nation in the world into a third — or 
fourth-class power. 

A young immigrant got a job making 
pistons in a British factory. He worked 
hard and made a lot of pistons. He was 
taking home more pay to his family 
than the other workers. They called him 
on the carpet and found him guilty of 
overwork! He was ordered to turn over 
his extra pay to the union sick fund. 
He refused — and got kicked out of the 
union — and out of his job. 


This explains why England is losing 
many of her markets to West Germany, 
which is operating under a free-enter- 
prise system in which hard work and 
self-reliance are things to be proud of, 
while Britain’s welfare state puts a 
premium on slothfulness and laziness. 


Would it not be a good idea if we 
took a lesson from Britain’s experience 
with welfare-statism — before it is too 


late?

Land of the Eagle ... 






(, UATEMALA has been repeatedly 

called “The Tropical Switzerland” 
because of the magnificence of its moun- 
tain scenery. Its monuments of a past 
civilization, and a contemporaneous na- 
tive life more colorful than anywhere 
in the world today, have given it the 
name of “The Egypt of America.” Its 
remarkably agreeable climate has 
caused still others to call it “Land of 
Eternal Spring.” 





None of the above titles, however, 
convey the absorbing fascination that 
the country has for those who visit it. 


Guatemala is small when compared 
with the United States (about the size 
of the State of Ohio), but ranks third 
among her five sister Central American 
Republics. Within her borders can be 
found more diverse fauna and flora, 
more monuments of an ancient civiliza- 
tion, a more colorful native life today, 
and more magnificent scenery than any 
other equal area in the world. 


Over half of the more than 3-million 
inhabitants are of pure Indian stock, 
descendants of the Mayas. The remaind- 
er are of Spanish lineage or of mixed 
blood, both called Ladinos. 


While located only a bare thousand 
miles north of the equator, the climate 
of Guatemala is surprisingly mild. 
There are no varying seasons. June is 
as delightful as September or January. 


The mean monthly temperature 
throughout the year in Guatemala City 
only varies from 61 degrees Fahren- 
heit to 68 degrees. The highest temper- 
ature ever recorded by the National 
Meterological Observatory was 91 de- 
grees on a sunny day in March. The 
lowest was 41 degrees on a night in 
February. 
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Any region where the temperature 
never passes these two limits can justly 
claim the title of “Land of Eternal 
Spring.” From May to late September, 
short showers usually make their ap- 
pearance each afternoon, lasting only 
a few moments. 


“Land of Fruit and Flowers” 


Guatemala is a land of fruit and 
flowers. Over seventy different varie- 
ties of fruits are grown there, includ- 
ing bananas, pineapples, mangoes and 
alligator pears. Many of the other tro- 
pical fruits have no English names. 


Of flowers, northern favorites such 
as larkspur, snapdragons, zinnias, and 
many others, seem to grow more lux- 
uriantly. Homes and garden walls are 
hidden under mantles of purple and 
red bougainvillia. Hydrangeas bloom 
the entire year, as well as gardenias, 
and orchids of every color. 


A delicate white orchid, the Monja 
Blanca or White Nun, grows nowhere 
else and has become the national flow- 
er of Guatemala. Its snowy white clus- 
ters of flowers that are almost ethereal, 
are as beautiful in their way as the 
gorgeous plumage of the Quetzal, the 
national bird and symbol of Guatemala, 
which cannot live in captivity. 


Coffee 


Guatemala is preeminently a land of 
coffee, producing many millions of 
pounds annually. This plant grows only

under shade, from 1,500 to 6,000 feet 
above sea level. That grown on the 
higher levels is the best, and the rugged 
mountain slopes of Guatemala, which 
run up to above this higher limit, lend 
themselves particularly to its cultivation. 


In May and June the sunlight trickles 
through the overhanging shade trees 
onto bushes higher than one’s head that 
are a solid mass of pinkish white flow- 
ers. In September, some of the green 
berries lining the branches of the trees 
as thickly as peas in a pod turn deep 
claret, and picking begins. 


Coffee does not ripen uniformly. A 
grove has to be picked and repicked, 
and it will be late in the year before 
the crop has been dried, hulled and pre- 
pared for market. 


Historic Background 


Guatemala is a land with a historic 
background that antedates the first Eng- 
lish colony in America by over a hun- 
dred years. Don Pedro de Alvarado, a 
lieutenant of Cortez’ in the conquest of 
Mexico, invaded what is now Guate- 
mala in 1524. Dissensions among the 
three chief Mayan nations, the Quich- 
es, Zutuhiles and Cackchiqueles, en- 
abled Alvarado to play one against the 
other, overthrowing all three within a 
year, even though his force consisted 
of only 320 foot soldiers and 120 horse- 
men! 


The first Spanish settlement, Ciudad 
Vieja, on the slope of a volcano, was 
founded in 1527, only 35 years after 
the discovery of America. The town was 
destroyed by a flood of mud and water 
from the crater of the volcano in 1541. 


The next capital, now known as An- 
tigua Guatemala, grew rapidly to a 
city of 60-thousand people, only exceed-

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ed in size and importance in the Amer- 
icas by Lima and Mexico City. New 
York at the time was a mere country 
village. 


Antigua Guatemala was partially de- 
stroyed by an earthquake in 1773 and 
a new capital built in the valley of La 
Ermita, the Guatemala City of today. 
The migration of an entire population 
of a city of 60-thousand inhabitants, 
with all their effects, across a high 
mountain range by the rough moun- 
tain trails of those days, is an epic in 
itself. 


Central America declared its inde- 
pendence from Spain on September 15, 
1821. The Federation of Provinces, of 
which Guatemala was a part, dissolved 
twenty years later, and the Republic 
was formed. 


This is only a sketch of Guatemala 
... a brief record of her days as a 
kingdom, later as a colony of Spain, 
and of the stirring days of the birth and 
progress of modern Guatemala. 


Defender Work in Guatemala 


Before any group of Christian work- 
ers on foreign fields can unite with the 
Defenders movement, they must under- 
go a rigid screening. This involves a 
close scrutiny of their background, in- 
doctrinating the workers in Defender 
methods and techniques, personal visits 
by either Dr. J. F. Rodriguez (Superin- 
tendent of Defender Spanish work in 
the West Indies) or Dr. Jose A. Her- 
nandez (Superintendent of Defender 
Spanish work in the continental United 
States). 


The Defenders missionary work is 
unique in that, in each instance, only 
native workers are utilized on the var- 
ious fields. Consequently there are no 
expenditures of missionary funds for 
language study ... no loss of time in- 
volved in either study of a foreign ton- 
gue or becoming acquainted with the 
customs of the people to be reached 
with the Gospel of Christ. 


The messengers chosen by our Lord 
and approved by Defender leaders 
carry the good news of salvation by 
faith to their own people. Puerto Ricans 
supervise the work on that Island; the 
Dominican Republic is being reached 
by Dominicans ... and in Guatemala 
a fine group of natives are now proving 
their mettle. 


After the native workers have indi- 
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cated a desire to become a part of the 
Defenders movement, there is an inter- 
im period in which they must labor on 
their own. They “prove” themselves ... 
both as to ability, sincerity and conse- 
cration. 


While the brethren in Guatemala 
were passing through this phase of 
proving, Dr. J. F. Rodriguez, President 
of the Defenders Theological Seminary, 
located at Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, 
sent Rev. Gonzalo Davila, tentative 
head of the work in Guatemala, the 
following encouraging communication: 


Dr. Rodriguez’ Letter 
Dear Brother Davila: 


The moment in which the Defenders 
of the Christian Faith will begin to co- 
operate economically with the Guate- 
malan brethren draws near. 


I have done all I could in transmit- 
ting information to the main office in 
Wichita. But they still need more de- 
tails. For this reason, I suggest you 
send the following: 


Brief biographical jottings of each 
laborer who is with you. This should 
include their dates of conversion, ex- 
perience as pastors, etc. 


Brief outlines concerning the works 
of each preacher, the village where he 
toils, etc. 


More, and still more photographs of 
the work in Guatemala. Each picture 
will convey more than a thousand 
words! 


Prepare all the above information 
in English, sending it to Wichita Head- 
quarters. Dr. Winrod is planning to 
visit Central America this summer to 
see how the work is progressing, and 
he has invited me to accompany him. 


Continue to pray for this project. Ask 
the brothers to remain faithful in their 
labors, relying on our blessed Lord for 
leadership.

Vicente Lopez 


While becoming acquainted with the 
various workers on the field, Dr. Her- 
nandez could not help but marvel at the 
story of Vicente Lopez, pastor of the 
Church at Coatepeque City, Guatemala. 
(See photograph, page 27) 


Coatepeque City has 6,500 inhabi- 
tants, and is situated in the southwest- 
ern corner of Guatemala, near the Pa- 
cific coast, not far from the Mexican 
border. It is centered in the midst of a 
large coffee-growing area. 


To the casual observer, Brother Lo- 
pez is not an outstanding figure. Of 
definite Indian extraction, he is quite 
small in stature, stocky, his face lined 
with age, yet atop his head is a luxur- 
iant crop of black hair, which belies his 
years. 


Prior to his conversion he was a 
government telegrapher, but is now re- 
tired, having turned sixty years of age. 
For the past several years he has de- 
voted every spare moment to preaching 
the Gospel. 


At present, services are held in his 
home, but a lot has been purchased and 
it is his dream that some day a Defend- 
er Church will grace the location. Mrs. 
Lopez has proved to be a wonderful as- 
set to him in his Gospel labors. 


Brother Lopez is a man of vision, 
with a compassionate heart. As he la- 
bored so fervently among his people 
in Coatepeque City, he could not help 
but wonder about natives in surround- 
ing towns who did not have an oppor- 
tunity to hear the Gospel. 


After much prayer, he decided to ap- 
point himself a missionary to his own 
people. Leaving his wife in charge of 
the local work, he set out, on foot to 
the next village where he began at once 
to testify of his Lord. It was not long 
until he had established a preaching 
point. 


From this first location, he traveled 
yet further into the interior, still on 
foot ... and on, and on, and on, cover- 
ing a total distance of over 200 kilo- 
meters (120 American miles) until at 
last report there were ten new preach-

ing points. And these are not easy 
miles, but rather the paths lead through 
thick jungle underbrush, up steep 
mountainsides where no automobiles 
ever venture, across cool mountain 
streams. 


Brother Lopez has accomplished a 
modern missionary miracle. His Lord 
said “Go ye into all the world and 
preach.” His world revolves around 
these ten preaching points, with Coate- 
peque City as the hub, and as he trudg- 
es from place to place on foot, lives 
are being changed, living standards 
raised ... but more important, souls 
are being won to Christ. 


Chapel Support

He knows when wis- 
dom is needed, He knows, yes our 
Heavenly Father knows. 


As a Father, He cares for His own. 
His eye is ever upon us. His ear is open 
and listening for our cry. He hears the 
faintest whisper. There are times when 
He may use the chastening rod but it 
is for our eternal good. The rod is in 
the hand of love.

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ALCOHOLISM AND INDUSTRY 


Mr. James F. Oates, Jr., president of 
Equitable Life Assurance Society of 
the United States, said recently that al- 
coholism costs American industry more 
than one billion dollars a year and 
called on management to take positive 
action to assist alcoholics. 


He told the final meeting of the three- 
day annual conference of the National 
Council on Alcoholism at the Hotel 
Statler in New York that there are more 
than 4,500,000 alcoholics in the United 
States at the present time. 


He also stated that average alcoholics 
lose 22 working days annually due to 
intoxication, and his accident rate is 
greater and his life span shorter than 
the non-alcoholic worker. 


Along this same line, the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company recently 
supplied some unusual facts and figures 
concerning alcohol, as follows: 


1. About one-fifth of our fatal auto 
accidents involve a drinking driver or 
a drinking pedestrian. 


2. In almost half of our murders or 
suicides, either the slayer or the victim 
has been drinking. 


3. The cost each year of alcoholic 
crimes in the United States is around 
180-million dollars. It takes another 
30-million to take care of mental cases. 
Another 25-million goes to build and 
keep up jails for our alcoholic prison- 
ers. 


4, About one out of every three vic- 
tims of fatal falls, drownings, electro- 
cutions and other violent accidents had 
been drinking. 


5. And, of course, there is no way to 
calculate damage due to the family fi- 
nances and to the hearts and souls of 
the survivors of all these alcoholics. 


The only solution to the problem of 
alcoholism is total prohibition. Some 
well-meaning people reply to this idea 
by saying, “Oh, prohibition can’t be 
enforced. It’s too unpopular a law!” 


Remind them that the United States 
Government has done a rather thorough 
job of enforcing another most unpopu- 
lar statute for the past forty-five years 
... the law compelling citizens to pay 
a tax on all income! If the proper ofh- 
cials can keep track of every employed 
individual in the United States, it would

“During my last visit to a small town 
of Western Crete,” writes a good Chris- 
tian brother in Greece, “I came across 
one of the saddest sights I have ever 
seen. It was an old blind man suffering 
from elephantiasis, who was going 
around asking for alms. I gave him 
some small assistance and promised that 
I would try to get him into some chari- 
table institution. Unfortunately, all my 
efforts have proved vain, due to his 
blindness and the disease from which 
he suffers. If this poor man had 5 or 
10 dollars a month regular income, he 
could at least secure his daily bread for 
which he now has to go around begging. 


“But his story doesn’t end here. He 
has two little nephews, Constantine and 
Emanuel, who have been blind from 
birth. They are in desperate need of 
food and also used clothing, as they are 
dressed in rags, just like their uncle. 
It breaks one’s heart to see such condi- 
tions in this age of so-called progress 
and civilization.

DEBORAH, THE PROPHETESS 


Judges 2:16-19; 4:4-9; 5:6-9 








MEMoRY TEXT: “Favour is deceit- 

ful, and beauty is vain: but a wom- 
an that feareth the Lord, she shall be 
praised.” Proverbs 31:30. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 

A. Israel lapses into idolatry. Judges 2:17. 

B. Israel repents her evil ways. Judges 2:18. 

C. Deborah, judge and prophetess. Judges 4:4. 

D. The song of victory. Judges 5:6-9. 


The Key Word: Judges 


Today’s lesson comes in that period 
of Biblical history known as “the Judg- 
es,” bracketed between the time ancient 
Israel entered Canaan and the appear- 
ance of Samuel when the first king 
(Saul) assumed control. 


“In those days there was no king in 
Israel, but every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes.” (Judges 
17:6; 18:1) This sentence, frequently 
and earnestly repeated, gives us the 
keynote of the entire Book of Judges. 


Each tribe took thought for itself 
how best to secure and maintain an 
adequate territory, so that separate in- 
terests of all sorts soon became preva- 
lent, and regard for the general welfare 
was more and more forgotten. 


This separation of the parts of the 
nation was aided by the early disunion 
and jealousies of the several tribes, no 
one of which held the preeminence. The 
consequences of this internal discord 
were so threatening that it became a 
very grave question whether the nation 
would be able to hold even the soil on 
which its peculiar religion and culture 
were to attain their full development.

able of grasping the idea of a divine 
and invisible King; therefore God al- 
lowed them judges in the persons of 
faithful men who acted, for the most 
part, as agents of the divine will, re- 
gents of the invisible King, holding 
their commission directly from him or 
with his sanction. 


The Biblical total of the period of the 
Judges is 410 years; but many of these 
local chieftains were independent of 
one another, and _ contemporaneous. 
This is one explanation given for the 
incorrect records concerning the length 
of their sway. Some claim there were 
thirteen Judges, while others list as 
many as fifteen. 


Deborah, the heroine of today’s les- 
son, is the only woman included in the 


group. 
The Key Verse: Judges 4:9 


“And she said, I will surely go with 
thee: notwithstanding the journey that 
thou takest shall not be for thine hon- 
our; for the Lord shall sell Sisera into 
the hand of a woman. And Deborah 
arose, and went with Barak to Kedesh.” 


Barak was a timid, vacillating man. 
He lacked courage, for he relied on his 
own capabilities and knew in his heart 
that he was limited. 


Deborah, on the other hand, lived 
close to God. Her faith in Him was un- 
questioned. Her intellectual powers had 
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made her influence great among the 
people. Difficult cases were brought to 
her. Her knowledge and her sagacity 
had won its way and established its 
influence in Israel. 


We are all familiar with the person 
who is never able to do any duty with- 
out the assistance of others. We recall 
the school boy who always did his work 
when he could prevail on his sister to 
stand beside him. 


He is not the character who impres- 
ses us as possessing strong, marked, 
or admirable lines. You want someone 
more determined and self-reliant. If 
a duty has to be done, in the name of 
that duty, and in the name of your God 
who gives you that duty, do it like a 
man, and do not stop to make condi- 
tions which betray your weakness. 


Deborah stepped forth confidently 
for she knew the Lord was with her, 
and that she was in the center of His 
will. 


The Key Fact: There Are Still De- 
borahs in the World Today 


God worked through the Judges, 
which included Deborah, to guide the 
Israelites to victory and to a better un- 
derstanding of His ways. Today many 
women, like Deborah, are guiding boys 
and girls into His way. 


This group includes Christian moth- 
ers, consecrated Sunday School teach- 
ers, sponsors of youth activities, as well 
as many other Church workers. Each 
of us, if we think back in our past, can 
recall the influence some Christian 
woman has had on our life. 


Women also serve by inspiring men, 
as Deborah encouraged Barak. Many 
stories are told of a woman, or women, 
who have encouraged men ir the es- 
tablishment of a local congregation, or 
erecting a church or Sunday School 
building.

SAMSON, THE MIGHTY 


Judges 15:11-15; 16:15-21 


June 22,1958 








MEMORY TEXT: “I beseech you 

therefore, brethren, by the mercies 
of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 


God, which is your reasonable service.” 
Romans 12:1. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 


A. The betrayal of Samson by Judah. Judges 
15:11-13. 

B. Samson delivered to the Philistines. Judges 
15:14-15. 

C. Samson and Delilah. Judges 16:15-19. 

D. Samson a prisoner of the Philistines. Judges 
16:20-21. 

The Key Word: Strength 
The Bible tells us, “He ... is better 


... that ruleth his spirit than he that 
taketh a city.” 


Samson is spoken of as the “strong 
man.” In the light of the Scriptures he 
was weak. God gave him the endow- 
ment of physical strength; but he failed 
to use it as he should have done, and 
what could have been a bright shining 
light went out in the eclipse of blindness 


and darkness. 


God endowed Alexander the Great 
with a brilliant mind and the power to 
unify and rule the nations of the world. 
But his lust for power and his thirst for 
strong drink ruined his life. Like Sam- 
son, he conquered others, himself he 
could not conquer. 


In writing to the Philippians Paul 
said “I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me.” Through the 
moral strength of Christ the child of 
God can reverse the ruling impulse of 
his past sinful life. Once he was blind 
but now, because of Christ, he can see. 


He can make amends for the perni- 
cious influence of his past life. “And 
Zacchaeus stood, and said unto the 
Lord; Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor; and if I have 
taken any thing from any man by false 
accusation, I restore him fourfold.” 


He can turn the very scene of his 
earthly life into a heaven. “And as 
we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly.” 


Without the moral strength of Christ, 
man cannot destroy the past actions of 
his life; he cannot bring back the neg- 
lected opportunities of his life; nor can 
he destroy the influence of his life. 


The Key Verse: Judges 16:20 
“And she said, The Philistines be 





upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out 
of his sleep, and said, I will go out as 
at other times before, and shake my. 
self. And he wist not that the Lord wags 
departed from him.” 


The consecrated individual is always 
in danger of having his locks shorn, 
There are a thousand razors which the 
devil can utilize to shave off the locks 
of a consecrated man without his hard- 
ly knowing it. 


Sometimes he takes the sharp razor 
of pride, and when the Christian falls 
asleep, and is not vigilant, he comes 
with it and begins to run his fingers 
through the victim’s locks, and says, 
“What a fine fellow you are! What 
wonders you have done!” 


And so, on goes the razor, lock after 
lock falling off, and Samson knows it 
now. He is just thinking within him- 
self, “How brave am I! How great am 
I! How strong am I!” Thus works the 
razor of pride — cut, cut, cut away — 
and he wakes up to find himself bald, 
and all his strength gone. 


Another razor he uses is self-sufh- 
ciency. The moment we begin to think 
that it is our own arm that has gotten 
us the victory, it will be all over with 
us — our locks of strength shall be 
taken away, and the glory shall depart 
from us. 


There is yet another and a more 
palpable danger still. When a consecrat- 
ed man begins to change his purpose in 
life and live for himself — that razor 
shaves clean indeed. 


The Key Fact: The Devil Still Seeks 
to Cause Man’‘s Downfall 


Satan himself cannot push a man 
down against his will. Samson’s fall was 
very gradual, even imperceptible to 
himself. He had been pampering his ap- 
petite, and gratifying his animal de- 
sires; and thus gradually sliding away 
from the virtuous and the true, he lost 
his power before he was aware of it. 


One mistake he made was in not be- 
ing able to determine who his enemies 
were. Deliliah came to him as a friend, 
whereas she was actually a tool through 
which the devil could work to cause 
Samson’s downfall. He boasted proudly 
of his strength, failing to give proper 
credit to God. 


Remember, the losing of Divine pow- 
er is a gradual and an imperceptible 
process. No outward event will an- 
nounce its loss, no great convulsion 
within will signify it. He will only know 
it when the time comes that he requires 
it; when, like Samson, he is reduced 
to an emergency, requires Divine pow- 
er, makes an effort, and finds it is gone.

SAMUEL, A RIGHTEOUS SERVANT 


1 Samuel 3:10-20 








EMORY TEXT: “In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall di- 
rect thy paths.” Proverbs 3:6.

A. The child Samuel called of God. ! Samuel 3:10. 
B. God's startling message to Eli. 1! Samuel 3:11. 
C. Samuel's hesitation to deliver it. 1 Samuel 3:15. 


D. Samuel’s advancement as a prophet. 1! Samuel 


3:19-20. 


The Key Word: Samuel 


The story of Samuel is one of 
the most remarkable and encouraging 
found anywhere in the Bible. Dedicated 
to the Lord before his birth, which was 
a direct result of prayer, his mother 
“lent him to the Lord; as long as he 
liveth he shall be lent to the Lord.” 


He was the forerunner of a long line 
of children whom the Lord has used to 
advance the kingdom of heaven. Not as 
a mature man, strong to meet life’s dif- 
ficulties, with a challenge to fight life’s 
battles did Samuel win the confidence 
and admiration of the people; but as a 
tender, innocent child, with a heart as 
pure as the driven snow. 


When but a little child, Samuel was 
brought by his parents to Shiloh, and 
there delivered to the aged high priest, 
Eli, to serve him in the tabernacle. His 
growth and development there contra- 
dict all the laws of environment. 


Eli was senile, nearly blind, and had, 
by his helplessness and inability, lost 
the control and guidance of the affairs 
of the house of God. These had been 
taken over by his two sons whose daily 
conduct was at the opposite pole of the 
life they were supposed to live and 
teach. 


In this murky, sin-laden atmosphere 
of the tabernacle the righteous-crowned 
soul of Samuel developed, and he be- 
came God’s spokesman for His troubled 
people. 


The Christian world should ever be 
aware that the leadership of tomorrow 
must be chosen from the children of 
today, both in church and state. More 
godly mothers, more dedicated chil- 
dren, will do much to improve the con- 
ditions now existent in the world today. 


The Key Verse: | Samuel 3:18 


“And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he said, 
It is the Lord: let him do what seemeth 
him good.” 


Samuel was the soul of sincerity. He 
June 1958 





was true, both to the Lord and to his 
master, Eli. It was a painful narrative, 
not only to the doomed old man, but 
to the youthful prophet, whose own 
heart bled for the priest he honored and 
loved. 


There is something noble about Eli’s 
reaction to the revelation given Samuel. 
One might expect to see an element of 
jealousy on his part because God had 
passed him by, the high priest of all 
Israel, and had communicated with this 
stripling of under age; and especially 
so when the message dealt personally 
with the priest. 


Far from challenging the genuineness 
of the revelation, he simply said, “It is 
the Lord.” And his attitude is all the 
more admirable as he added, “let him 
do what seemeth him good.” 


Here is the spirit of resignation to 
what the Lord thinks is best. Not every- 
one in high place, who has outlived his 
usefulness, is willing to step aside gra- 
ciously in behalf of younger and more 
vigorous leadership. That is usually 
done only when the retiring one values 
the interests of the cause involved more 
than those of a personal nature. 


Eli knew in his heart that he had 
sinned against the Lord and well de- 
served the judgments that had been de- 
nounced against him. He was noble 
enough to acknowledge that God was 
too wise to err, and too good to inflict 
punishment without a cause. 


The Key Fact: We should at all 
times exert our influence for God 


Eli had neglected to punish his sons 
for their great impieties. He had re- 
proved them, but when he found the in- 
efficiency of lenient reproofs, he neg- 
lected to adopt severer measures. This 
was the sin which excited God’s dis- 
pleasure against him, and _ occasioned 
the utter ruin of his whole family. 


How strongly does this apply to eve- 
ry individual amongst us! And how ur- 
gently does it cali upon us to exert our 
influence, whatever it may be, for God! 
If others are bold in the service of the 
devil, we should be bold in the service 
of our God. 


As servants of the Most High God we 
speak a little by what we say, more by 
what we do, but most by what we are. 
Actions speak louder than words. “What 
you are .. . thunders so that I cannot 
hear what you say,” is an old but true 
saying! 


Our influence is as much a talent as 
our time, or money, or anything else, 
and we ought to use it for God. We 
should not be contented to go to heaven 
alone, but should endeavor to carry all 
we can along with us.

A MERCIFUL AND JUST GOD 


Deuteronomy 10:12-15, 17-22; 11:1; Romans 5:6-11 








EMORY TEXT: “Touching the Al- 

mighty, we cannot find him out: 
he is excellent in power, and in judg- 
ment, and in plenty of justice: he will 
not afflict.” Job 37:23.

The Key Word: Die 


The fountain and spring of our sal- 
vation is the death of Christ. One might 
have said when the angels sang, “Unto 
you is born this day a Saviour,” that 
this would be humiliation enough for 
God, to merely come to earth and live 
among men. Surely there would be 
enough virtue in this act to save us. 


The incarnation is the foundation 
fact, but something more must be built 
on it. Is life enough? Working, sleep- 
ing, passing up and down the streets of 
Nazareth for thirty years? No, this is 





not redemption. It brings us nearer to 
it, year by year. But life like this for 
ever would not have saved us. 


Is teaching enough? No, that had 
great power, but it was like God’s law. 
It made sin more exceeding sinful, but 
did not take it away. 


Would translation to heaven, then, 
have been enough? No, nothing will do 
but this. “Christ died for us,” as our 
Ransom, our Substitute, not merely for 
our benefit and advantage. 


He died to satisfy justice. He died 
to honour the Divine law. He died to 
procure for us a righteous forgiveness, 
a peace — calm, and deep, and pure — 
like the very peace of God. He died to 
cancel guilt, to cleanse us by His sacri- 


ficial blood. 


And this great act is brought before 
us here, and everywhere, as the most 
wonderful proof that could be given of 
the love of God. In the whole course of 
human history there has been nothing 
like it. Christ died for our sins. 


Jesus was born to die. He said 
“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” He was willing to go the last 
mile for us. He gladly accepted the 
punishment which rightly belonged to 
us. 


He also said “I am come that they 
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might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” So that we 
might have the hope of living eternally, 
He was ready to die. In order that we 
might become a child of the King, He 
became poor for our sake! 


The Key Verse: Deuteronomy 10:12 


“And now, Israel, what doth the Lord 
thy God require of thee, but to fear the 
Lord thy God, to walk in all his ways, 
and to love him, and to serve the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul.” 


And what does the Lord require of 
us? Reverence — “But to fear the Lord 
thy God.” Obedience — “To walk in all 
His ways.” To go when He tells us, and 
to take the way He has prepared for us, 


Matthew Henry said: “It ought to be 
the care of every one of us to follow 
the Lord fully. We must, in a course 
of obedience to God’s will, and service 
to His honour, follow Him universally, 
without dividing; uprightly, without 
dissembling, cheerfully, without disput- 
ing; and constantly, without declining: 
and this is following Him fully.” 


Love — “And to love him.” This ex- 
hortation comes in beautifully to pre- 
vent the possibility of reverence becom- 
ing a terror, and obedience servility. 


Service — “And to serve the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and with 
all thy soul.” Conviction, principle, 
truth, sentiment and emotion find their 
level in service, as the waters of the 
river do in the sea. Life, of every kind, 
is energy from within towards an out- 
ward object. 


Diligence — “To keep the command- 
ments of the Lord and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day for thy 
good.” 


The Key Fact: God is both Just and 
Merciful 


In this lesson our attention is direct- 
ed to two of the characteristics of God 
— His justice and mercy, qualities 
which are inherent in His very nature. 


As used in the Scriptures, the word 
“just” has more of ethical implication 
than of strict application of the law, 
more of “ought” than of “must.” It 
denotes a character that is upright, 
honorable, without respect of persons, 
morally honest, beyond bribery, right 
eous. 

Mercy, which springs from compas- 
sion and love, goes beyond strict jus- 
tice. God is omniscient and is therefore 
in a position to know when it is best to 
temper justice with mercy. This mercy 
of God offers no consolation to those 
persistently wicked and ungodly, for all 
such shall perish, but it does bring hope 
for the contrite and penitent souls who 
desire to walk in His way.

The Key Word: Righteousness 


No man can develop a true manhood 
who does not love the things which he 
does. No man ever does anything that 
marks him as masterly except it be done 
by a certain inspiration into which the 
whole soul enters. 


A man that paints, hating his busi- 
ness, never is an artist, and can never 
be one. A man that is a teacher, and 
hates teaching, making drudgery of it, 
can never be an inspirational teacher. 


A man that is a true workman in any 
sphere must work by a_ stimulation 
which comes from the actual enthusi- 
asm of loving the thing done. A man 
that obeys moral laws without loving 
them is like a man who walks within 
the walls of a penitentiary. 


The Pharisees considered themselves 
a righteous sect. They were celebrated 
for their knowledge. As Scribes, they 
were acquainted with the Scriptures. In 
religious matters they were particular 
and earnest. Always at the temple, earn- 
est at prayer. They were wonderfully 
generous. They gave tithes of all they 
possessed. 


They were held in high esteem by 
their fellow-countrymen. And yet Christ 
condemned them as hypocrites. 


The Christian differs in his righte- 
ousness. His zeal for the law is not out- 
ward, but an inward conformity. He 
serves, not out of servile fear, but of 
filial confidence. He worships, not out 
of religious pride, but of devout humil- 
ity. He desires no recognition for his 
good qualities, his aim is not to be 
seen of men. 


The Key Verse: Matthew 5:48 


“Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect.” 


We mortals are far from perfect. Our 
knowledge is defective, we are still sus- 
ceptible to the weakness of temptation. 
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How then can we hope to fulfill this 
command of Christ? 


He has promised that we can be per- 
fect ... perfection is attainable ... per- 
fection in Christ. 


God is perfectly wise. Wisdom im- 
plies right use of knowledge, and lies 
in the will as well as in the understand- 
ing. He acts wisely whose will is direct- 
ed by right reason. We should seek 
wisdom of God, asking Him to direct 
us in our ways. 


God is perfectly good. His other at- 
tributes are rendered engaging to us 
by His goodness. Then we ought to be 
careful to practice goodness. 


God is perfectly holy. This denotes 
the transcendent excellence of His na- 
ture, while He is infinitely distinguish- 
ed from all other beings. Then we 
should follow after holiness. 


God is perfectly just. Justice is com- 
monly distinguished into commutative 
and distributive, the former in an equal 
exchange of benefits. It is of great con- 
cern to us guilty creatures to be found 
in Jesus Christ, having on His righte- 
ousness. 


God is truth. Then we must embrace 
whatever God has revealed to us. It 
should yield us satisfaction that such 
a perfect Being as God is governs the 
world. Blessed are they who upon good 
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grounds can call this perfect Being their 
Father and God.

Authority 


The authority of any message comes 
from either of two sources: the message 
itself, or the messenger. Jesus’ author- 
ity centered in both.

SOCIAL SECURITY PENSIONS 


Largo, Florida 





AMID a host of inanities that stem 
from the nation’s capital, one of the 
most ridiculous is the one that limits an 
individual receiving Social Security 
nsions to earning not more than 
$1200 per year. 


“Ridiculous” is undoubtedly too 
mild a word to describe this unfair rul- 
ing against a vast segment of our senior 
citizens. 


It is estimated that approximately 
7,500,000 Americans who have passed 
the 65-year mark are enjoying (?) So- 
cial Security pensions. 


About one-sixth or 1.250,000 of these 
men and women, even though they have 
passed the outmoded retirement age of 
65 have refused to quit work. They con- 
tinue to produce for the general welfare 
of the communities in which they live 
and for the nation as a whole. For this 
industry on their part they are penal- 
ized if they earn over $1200 per year. 


Now it seems to this columnist that 
this matter of Social Security pensions 
resolves itself down to one of two 
things: Either the recipient of the pen- 
sion is entitled to receive it or he or she 
has no right to it. 


If the former applies, then what busi- 
ness is it of Uncle Sam’s how much the 
pensioner earns? If the latter is the 
case, then what business has Uncle Sam 
to pay the pension? 


Fundamentally, the basic idea of 
“Old Age and Survivors Insurance” 
(Social Security) is wrong. It is com- 
pulsory insurance which makes it con-

But, in the meantime, let’s make the 
best of a bad bargain. Let’s give our 
senior citizens a break — let them have 
their Social Security pensions with no 
strings attached. 


Just contrast this Social Security 
treatment of its pensioners with that ac- 
corded by a private enterprise company. 


When the private company turns the 
employee out to pasture on pension, 
that employee, if able, may earn a mil- 
lion dollars per year, without the slight- 
est restriction or curtailment of his com- 
pany pension.
